@ZHE EARNEST WORK OF THE AD- 
MINISTRATION MEN. 

THE EX-SENATOR CAUSING DISCONTENT 

AMONG HIS FOLLOWERS—HIS OPPO- 


NENTS DETERMINED TO SHOW THEIR 


GOOD FAITH—THE VOTE TO BE STILL 


FURTHER CONCENTRATED. 

ALBANY, June 22.—Mr. Conkling’s speech 
‘to his members in the Legislature last night 
had the effect to hold them together to-day, 
but it has also had another effect. It has 


greatly increased in intensity the feeling 
against him. From all the reports that can 


be gathered, it is very evident that he spoke to 
the 28 men who listened to him very much as 
if they were chattels, to be used so long as 


they might be helpful to him, no matter at 


what cost the individuals might be by loss of 


business opportunity and of prejudice to future 
political preferment. While these men are 
warm in commendation of the manliness of 
their leader, it is only necessary to get them in 
a corner and induce them to talk about their 


business affairs to hear them complain of the 


cruel selfishness and obstinacy of the man who, 


they know, cannot now or perhaps ever again 
be a Senator of the United States from the 
State of New-York. In aadition to other di- 
rections given at the conference, Stalwarts 


were ordered not to pair with Democrats, but 


always to pair with a half-breed when it be- 
Pame necessary to goaway. This direction 
was particularly hard upon Senator Halbert. 
When he came out of the conference he re- 
ceived a telegraphic dispatch [from _ his 
brother calling him to New-York. He 


immediately began a search for a 


pair, going to half-breeds to make 
an arrangement. As the half-breeds lad 
reached a solemn conclusion not to pair with 
Republicans, it was unfortunate for Mr. Hal- 
bert that he applied to Mr. Lewis, of Delaware, 
nnd asked him to pair. Mr. Lewis positively 


refused, and declared that he would not pair 
witha Stalwart for $500, Mr. Halbert was 


ansuccessful in his search for willing half- 
breeds, and at last had to go away without 
having made any pair. 

The already bitter feeling against Conkling 
‘has not been abated by his reported slurs upon 


the character of the Legislature. Some men 


goso far as to intimate that the ex-Senator 
has become so infatuated with the idea that he 
van yet be elected as to be a monomaniac on 
the subject, and scarcely responsible for the ex- 
traordinary persistence with which he urges a 
minority of Republicans to commit political 


suicide, in order that no Republican shall be 


chosen in the place he abandoned rather than 
npprove the acts of the President. With a 
blindness that has been characteristic of the 
Conkling men from the beginning of the can- 
vass, they refuse to accept the significance of 


the vote in joint assembly to-day, and are 
going about to-night prating about the de- 
moralized condition of the Admunistration 
men. In face of the fact that William A. 
Wheeler received 50 votes to Conkling’s 32, the 
boast seems hardly warranted. Among the 
men who supported Wheeler were several of 
the men who were Conkling men at the be- 
ginning, and who are still great admirers of 
everything Conkling has done, except his 
resignation and the blundering fashion in 
which he came back to ask the Legislature to 
honor him and rebuke the Administration bya 
re-election. It is a remarkable fact that many 
of the men who were most reluctant to leave 
Conkling have become the stoutest opponents 
of him. Having once become released from 
bonds, they are the loudest among the free- 
men and most impatient to see the contest 
euded by the election of two good Republi- 
eans. Nothing but the growing conviction 
that Conkling will not consent to any choice 
but himself has brought Mr. Phillips, Mr. 
Turek and others to that state of mind in 
which they could vote for William A. Wheeler. 
By the aid of their vote Mr. Wheeler has been 
pushed far ahead of Roscoe Conkling, and is 
clearly the choice of almost a majority of Re- 
publicans. To-morrow it is probable he will 
petalarger vote. It is scarcely to be expected 
that he will be elected on the next ballot. He 
will get votes enough to show plainly that the 
majority of Republicans here are anxious to 
elect and go home, and that they do not think 
it wise to elect Conkling. 

If it is found impossible to elect Mr. Wheeler, 
it is hikeiy that the Wheeler vote will be trans- 
ferred to Lapham, and that his name will be 
honored with the votes of from 50 to 60 Re- 
publicans. Should the Conkling men still defy 
public sentiment and the dictates of constitu- 
ents and common sense, it may be expected 
that the vote of the men who are here to 
fo business, and not to elect men to 
resign, will be cast for Richard Crowley, Alonzo 
B. Cornell, Charles J. Folger, or Sherman S§. 
Rogers, taking each of these Republicans in 
turn and giving them the solid Administra- 
tion vote. It will be demonstrated that not 
one of them is not regarded as a better man, 
under the circumstances, for Senator than 
Roscoe Conkling. When this has been tried 
without effect it is altogether probable that 
the constituents of the 32 obstructionists will 
have come to the conclusion that their repre- 
sentatives need backing up of a kind they 
have not yet received—that they must be ad- 
vised by somebody besides ward politicians or 
mercenary office-holders. 

There is as yet no intimation that Mr. 

Depew’s name is to be withdrawn. The men 
who are voting for him to-day, with the ex- 
ception of Messrs. Beach, Sipp, and Raines, 
were voting for him on the day Bradley made 
his charge against Senator Sessions. Mr. 
Beach, alarmed lest the charge might prove to 
be true, abandoned Depew, and Mr. Sipp and 
Mr. Raines, indignant at what they considered 
an attempt to blacken his character in a mean 
way, became his supporters, Sipp dropping 
off a day or two later. Mr. Depew’s support- 
ers include some of the best men in the House. 
It is creditable to their sense of decency and 
fair play to say that they are determined not 
to abandon Mr. Depew as a candidate until 
the investigating committee shall decide upon 
the charges now under scrutiny; they will 
not desert him merely because desperate 
Republicans and their irresponsible Demo- 
cratic allies assert, by insinuation, that 
the candidate is corrupt and his supporters 
bribed to support him. If, after the commit- 
tee has expressed its judgment, Mr. Depew’s 
friends should become convinced that his can- 
didacy is a hopeless one, Mr. Depew is to with- 
draw, and the choice will be made of another 
good man. The indications are that the work 
of the investigators is to be dragged. Mr. 
Bangs finds it inconvenient to go on. Mr. 
Tracy, who was brought in to assist Mr. W. 
G. Rosendale in the F gperciig sar does not 
understand the case and asks that it go over 
until Mr. Bangs can find time to attend to it. 
All this red tape about a simple matter of in- 
guiry only strengthens the opinion that Couk- 
ling is anxious to have his machine kept run- 
uing as long as possible. 

During the evening there has been a great 
tleal of talk about the votes for Wheeler of 
the anti-Conkling Stalwarts, some of whom 
have expressed surprise that the increased 
vote for Wheeler did not break up the vote 
for Depew. It remains for to-morrow’s vote 
to prove whether this suspicion against the 
new votes for Wheeler is a correct one. There 
is reason to believe that if such a notion was 
entertained, it was only that of a few 
men. The men who vote against Conk- 
ling, and who desire an_ election, 
see that they have the power, if they 
have the will, to make a fine record for two 
Administration candidates and thus force an 
early compromise. Fourteen men who voted 
for Wheeler did not vote for Depew, and 16 
Depew men did not vote for Wheeler. If these 
men unite to-morrow, they will throw Conk- 
ling and Platt so far behind that every Repub- 
ican in the State will see clearly that the ma- 
jority of the Republicans here are earnest in 
heir determination to end the contest quickly 
and satisfactorily to all zood citizens. The Ad- 


ministration conference to-night was a very 
harmonious gathering, vigorous speeches were 
made by several members. Senator Woodin 
urged strenuously the sacrifice of personal 
preferences in obedience to the known will of 
the majority. **‘ Everybody,”’ he said, ‘‘ knows 
more than anybody,” and the consent of 50 
members to a choice ought to influence the 
ple pow few who were naming men who 
found only scattering individual support. 
Roscoe Conkling went to Utica to-night, to 
return to-morrow morning. This was his first 
visit to his home for many months, Vice- 
President Arthur is here. is health is not 
good, and he spends most of his time in his 


room,

SURPRISES IN THE VOTING. 
RUNNING UP THE WHHELER VOTE—THE 


DEMOCRATS SCARED AND JACOBS WITH- 
DRAWN. 

ALBANY, June 22.—At last the joint as- 

sembly has ceased to be monotonous. The 


session to-day contained several surprises, the 


most important of which was the unexpected 
stand of the anti-Conkling Stalwarts, and the 


most entertaining the break and confusion of 
the Democrats, who had been voting for 
Jacobs for the short term. The Demo- 
cratic mule has been ambling along very 
peacefully, rather proud of its good behavior, 
when it suddenly became alarmed, and with a 
great deal of braying and flapping of long 
ears kicked up its heels and pranced about in 


an entirely natural and amusing fashion, 
spattering a little mud here and there over the 


Republican legislators, 


On the first roll-call of the twenty-second 


ballot the only noteworthy changes were those 


of several members {from Wheeler to Lapham 
or from Lapham to Wheeler, the result of the 
changes being a gain of one for Lapham. 
The most promising changes in this call were 
of those members known as anti-Conkling 


Stalwarts, who had been voting very much at 


random. Mr. Beach voted for Wheeler, Mr, 


Hamilton abandoned Lapham for Wheeler, the 
first half-breed he had voted for. Mr. Phillips, 
who had hitherto voted for Folger, also voted 
for Wheeler, and so did Mr. Turck, who had 
been voting for Crowley. Mr. Young, who 
left Lapham for Wheeler, was another so- 
called anti-Conkling Stalwart. Mr. Wheeler’s 


vote had very quickly risen to 40, Conkling’s 
remaining the same at 32, while the other 


candidates received votes as follows: Lapham, 
26; Cornell, 2; Folger, 1; Rogers, 1; Jacobs, 
52, and Bradley, 1. Then came the vote on 
Platt’s successor. Senator Forster, who is not 
aman to stand long in one place, and who 
don’t seem to -care much about keeping Mr. 
Depew’s vote solid, changed from Depew to 


Rogers, Mr, Beach, who had voted for 


Wheeler for the short term, changed to Lap- 


ham for the long term. . Mr. Carley took Lap- 
ham for the long term, giving up Cornell. Mr. 
Turck, who has been voting for Folger, changed 
to Crowley. The vote was as follows: Depew, 
52; Platt, 26; Cornell, 8; Lapham, 3; Wheeler, 
3; Crowley, 7; Bliss, 1; Rogers, 1: Tremain, 
1; Kernan, 53. 

When the vote was arnounced from the 


Clerk’s desk, Mr, Chickering offered a resolu- 
tion, to which there was at first objection, but 
it was read, discovered to be a proposition to 
keep the Legislature in session and on bread 
and water diet until two Senators were 
elected, and then, amid loud ob- 
jections, and in obedience to the ruling of the 
Chair, that it was out of order, it was with- 
drawn, There was no motion for an ad- 
journment, and the President ordered another 
roll-call, no election having been had. Again 
the roll was called. Senator Madden went 
back to Lapham from Crowley, Senator Pitts 
changed to Wheeler, and so did Sen- 
ator Woodin. As the list of Assembly- 
men was called a break for Wheeler be- 
came apparent among the Republicans, 
The Democrats glanced over their tally-lists 
in amazement, and carefully counted the 
changes. Mr. Butler changed from Lapham 
to Wheeler. Cowles did likewise, so did Cong- 
don, Crapser, Dutcher, Hamilton, Low, and 
Reitz. It was plain that Wheeler had gained 
10 votes. The Democrats were frightened. 
The supreme moment had come for them. All 
the reports of what the Governor had declared 
he would do, in case a Republican re- 
ceived the vote of a majority of a quo- 
rum, with Jacobs as a candidate, came 
to their minds with force. If Jacobs’s vote 
could be thrown out as void, 53 votes would 
elect a Republican, and it looked as if Wheeler 
might get that vote on a pinch, if one or two 
were needed to secure achoice. Senator Fowler 
juraped to his feet to sound the alarm. It had 
just been discovered, he said, that a state of 
things had arisen under whichthe election of a 
Republican Senator might be claimed. Senator 
Jacobs had only been a candidate through the 
partiality of his friends, and it would not do 
to permit the calamity of the choice of a Re- 
publican by the mere informality of the nom- 
nation of a man not legally a candidate. Mr. 
Fowler said that Mr. Jacobs had requested to 
be withdrawn, and closed by changing his 
vote to Clarkson N. Potter. 

In a moment the minority were in a state of 
confusion. ‘The Democratic members stood up 
and stared afeach other with astonishment. 
The sacred caucus had been overthrown ina mo- 
ment, That the idol had been shattered was 
clear tobe seen. While the members rushed 
about to consult, and many rose to have their 
votes changed, Senator Woodin peered over 
his glasses and called out: ‘‘Getin out of the 
rain, boys.’’ Mr. Brooks suggested a call of 
the roll of Democratic members. Senator Pitts 
shouted: ‘‘ Perhaps some of them would 
like to change to Wheeler.” The mule 
when scared is a very amusing creature, 
and he appeared at his best in this startling 
emergency. Mr. Hoskins kept pounding for 
order and trying to be heard. At last it be- 
same apparent that he would permit a call of 
Democrats, and the lst was gone over again, 
although Senator Pitts questioned the au- 
thority for the proceeding. The Senators 
had all changed in_ a bunch immediately 
after Mr. Fowler. The first Assemblyman 
to change was Mr. Bogan, who named 
John Kelly. Mr. Brooks nominated Amasa J. 
Parker. Mr. Browne, animated by a rare 
spirit of independence, was rebellious, declar- 
ing that he would not be led by any man. 
Seven Senators had led “this thing” long 
enough and he did not propose to follow them 
any longer. He had voted for John C. Jacobs, 
and he insisted upon voting for him 
still Mr. Clancy, of Kings, named 
Samuel J. Tilden, amid great applause. Mr. 
Browning selected Judge Westbrook as his 
candidate. Mr. Cleary named Erastus Corn- 
ing. Mr. Cohen complained of the shabby 
manner in which Mr. Jacobs had acted. There 
was plenty of time for him to have announced 
his intention to withdraw last night and to 
have another caucus called. Mr. Cohen 
named Rufus Peckham. ‘ 

And so the changes went on. Col. M. C. 
Murphy grieved at the wrong that had been 
done by the gentleman from Kings, Mr. 
Jacobs. It wasa wrong from which the gen- 
tleman would never recover, and it would hurt 
the party all over the country. The speaker 
was determined to stand by the caucus until 
released by another, and he voted for Jacobs. 
Mr. Newman, of om said the apparent de- 
moralization of the Democrats would be but 
temporary, and that to-morrow they would 

resent a solid front. He voted for Henry C. 

ingsley.. Mr. Spinola ridiculed the alarm 
that had seized the Democrats. He would ask 
nothing better than that the Governor should 
attempt to set aside the election of a Demo- 
cratic Senator because the candidate happened 
to be a member of the Legislature. There was 
a higher court than the Governor of the State 
and that was the Senate of the United States. 
Any attempt on the part of the Legislature or 
the Governor to throttle the Democratic Party 
would be dealt with promptly by the Senate, 
He was ready to vote for two members of the 
Legislature to invite the issue. He voted for 
John C. Jacobs. 

Speaker Sharpe, before the vote was an- 
nounced, challenged the statement that Gov. 
Cornell had foreshadowed his action upon an 
result of the voting in the Legislature. He 
carefully weighed his words, and would not 
permit the convention to dissolve without 
challenging the statement. He  eompli- 
mented the Governor for the daily re- 
curring evidences of his wisdom, and when 
he sat down Mr. Husted corroborated 
part of Gen. Sharpe’s remarks, and added em- 

hatically that he knew personally that the 

vernor trusted the Legislature should not 
adjourn before two Senators were elected, and 
two Senators upon whose title no cloud should 
rest. The Speaker gave notice of a Democratic 
caucus to beheld immediatelv after the ad- 


utes. 
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journment of the convention, and then the 
‘convention adjourned until to-morrow.

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THE DEMOCRATS’ NEW CANDIDATE, 
MR. JACOBS’S EXPLANATION—CLARKSON N, 


POTTER NOMINATED IN HIS PLACE, 


ALBANY, June 22.—The Democrats of 


the two houses held a caucus in tho Senate 
Chamber immediately after the adjournment 
of the joint convention to nominate a candi- 
date for Senator in place of John C. Jacobs, 


withdrawn, M, C. Murphy, of New-York, 


was made Chairman. Mr. Jacobs addressed 


the caucus in explanation of his action in the 
joint convention in requesting Senator Fowler 
to withdraw bis name. He spoke of the 
criticism of a Democratic paper upon his 
nomination and the calumnies that bad 


been heaped upon him since that 


time, to all of which he said he had made no 
reply. But he had been told by Republicans 
high in the councils of that party that the 
Governor of the State had said that he should 
disregard and ignore all votes cast for him. 


Only this morning he was told by a Repub- 
lican Senator that there was a probability that 


Mr. Wheeler’s vote would run up to-day toa 
point which would elect him if the Democratic 
votes should not be counted. He asked the Sen- 
ator who said this if the Republicans intended 
to take advantage of such a contingency 
and declare Mr. Wheeler elected. In reply he 
was told that ‘everything was fair in poli- 
tics.”” When, therefore, he discovered on the 
second ballot in joint convention that such a 
contingency had arisen, and that by ignoring 
the Democratic vote for him Mr. Wheeler might 
be declared elected, he asked Mr. Fowler to 
withdraw his name. He did this in order to 
prevent a possible calamity. He had no fear 
of a Republican Senator thus elected being 
permitted to take his seat in a Democratic Sen- 
ate, but he did not wish that any Democrat 
should have a pretext for charging that there 
had been any bargain, or job, or understand- 
ing with either faction of the Republican Party 
growing out of his candidacy. 

Mr. Fowler corroborated Mr. Jacobs’s state- 
ment about the rumored action of the Govern- 
or in regard to votes cast for Mr, Jacobs, and 
said Mr. Jacobs’s action to-day had been dic- 
tated by an anxious desire to promote the best 
interests of the Democratic Party. Messrs. 
Spinola, Stanley Brown, Miles, Dayton, and 
others expressed their entire satisfaction with 
the action of Mr. Jacobs and the motives that 
inspired it. Indeed, they all agreed that he 
had acted ‘‘ magnificently.”” A motion was 
then made and carried that the roll be 
ealled and an informal ballot taken for 
a candidate. Some one inquired whether Mr. 
Jacobs regarded himself as a candidate for re- 
nomination. He replied that he was satisfied 
to leave the whole matter in the hands of the 
caucus. Some discussion ensuea as to the ex- 
pediency of continuing Mr. Jacobs as a candi- 
date, during which Mr. Brooks said that 
while he had the highest admiration 
and respect for Mr. Jacobs, whom he 
had known longer and more intimately than 
any one present, yet he had always 
felt that his candidacy for the United States 
Senate while he was a member of the Legisla- 
ture was a mistake. It placed some of his 
friends in an embarrassing position, for, while 
it might be true that he was legally eligible 
and would be admitted to the Senate, if 
elected, yet he thought some regard should be 
paid by members of the Legislature to 
the Constitution of their own State, 
which they had all sworn to_ sup- 
port. That Constitution declared all 
votes cast fora member of the Legislature as 
candidate for the United States Senate to be 
null and void. He said he himself had felt 
embarrassed for the last four weeks in voting 
for Mr. Jacobs on that account, and had posi- 
tively declined to be a candidate himself for 
the same reason. Finally, Mr. Murtha settled 
the question by positively withdrawing Mr. 
Jacobs’s name as a candidate for renomina- 
tion. 

The result of the informal vote was an- 

nounced to be as follows:

A formal ballot was then taken, and, C. N. 
Potter receiving more votes than any other 
candidate, many members changed their votes 
to him and he was finally made the unani- 
mous nominee of the caucus.

i. A CONKLING SCHEME DEFEATED. 
THE REASON FOR MR. JACOBS’8 WITHDRAWAL 
—NO WISH TO AID EITHER REPUBLICAN 
~ FACTION. 

AxBanry, June 22.—The withdrawal of 
Mr. Jacobs as a candidate in the joint conven- 
tion to-day was an episode of more significance 
and importance than at first sight appears. It 
took everybody by surprise at the time and 
many still believe it to have been uncalled for 
and unnecessary. Speaker Sharpe was very 
swift to assure the convention that there was 
no ground for the intimation that the Governor 
proposed to ignore the votes cast for Mr. Ja- 
cobs, but he forgot to say that it would make 
no difference what the Governor's opinion 
might be about the legality of Jacobs’s votes. 
The Governor’s duty is to give the certificate 
of election to such person as the Lieutenant- 
Governor and Speaker of the Assembly 
may certify to him as having been 
duly elected. From facts that have come 
to light since the adjournment of the joint 
convention, theae is little doubt that Mr. 
Jacobs’s withdrawal prevents the success of a 
deep laid scheme of Mr. Conkling and his 
friends to get him out of the uncomfortable 
——— he is in, and to turn the election of 

is successor over to the next Legislature—the 
very thing and the is aig they now 
hope to accomplish. ey. know per- 
fectly well, as everybody else knows, that 
if Mr. Wheeler had been declared elected to- 
day, by ignoring the votes cast for Mr. 
Jacobs, he never would have been allowed to 
take his seat in a United States Senate con- 
trolled by Democrats, The consequence would 
be that another election would have to be 
held by the next Legislature. 

Now if Mr. Jacobs’s name had not been 
withdrawn before the announcement of the 
vote, the scheme probably was for the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor to announce that. by virtue 


of the Constitution of the State, which they 
were all bound to muppet, the votes cast for 
Mr. Jacobs were null and void, and to declare 
that, inasmuch as William A. Wheeler had re- 
ceived a majority of all the legal votes cast, a 
quorum being present, he was therefore duly 
elected Senator for the unexpired term of 
Roscoe Conkling, resigned. The Lieutenant- 
Governor and the Speaker of the Assembly 
would then certify the election to the Gover- 
nor, who would have no alternative but to 
give the certificate to Mr. Wheeler. Thus it 
will be seen that the private views of the Gov- 
ernor on the question of the legality of 
Mr. Jacobs’s votes are of Ilttie conse- 
quence, but, as a matter of fact, it 
can be proved that the Governor has 
on more than one occasion expressed the opin- 
ion, very emphatically, that every vote cast 
for Mr. Jacobs was null and void. Speaker 
Sharpe has also expressed the same opinion 
over and over again, and repeated it openly 
and conspicuously before the vote was taken 
to-day. Thereis nothing that Mr. Conkling 
desires so much as to be speedily relieved from 
the dilemma in which he now stands. 
He feels keenly the humiliation of coming 
here to Albany, week after week, to 
try and lobby himself back to the United 
States Senate. He has become convinced that 
he cannot be re-elected by this Legislature. 
He is ashamed to withdraw from the canvass 
and confess himself beaten, and his latest 
move to adjourn the Legislature without elect-. 
ing anybody, on which his last hope rested, is 
almost sure to prove a failure. Hence the 
scheme that was concocted last evening, and 
which would have been carried out to-day had 
it not been forthe timely withdrawal of Mr. 
Jacobs’s name. Had it succeeded, Mr. Conk- 
ling would have derived all the benefit of an 
adjournment sine die, so far as a vacancy is 
concerned, and saved himself another month 
of nervous anxiety and labor, with the pros- 
pect of failure in the end.

TWO BRUTAL NEGROES LYNCHED.

A NORTH CAROLINA MOB TAKES 


INTO ITS OWN HANDS. 

Hieu Pornt, N. C., June 22.—The details of 
the lynching of two negroes at Danbury, Stokes 
County, have just reached here. The place where 
this affair occurred is about 50 miles from 


the nearest telegraph station, Estes Hair- 


stone had been confined in jail for 
the past seven months for outraging the person of 
a white girl about 12 years old. Jenkins Lind- 
say was in jail on aé similar charge, in 
which a white married woman, named Gar- 
diner, was the victim. Ever since the lynching 


of the negro in Rockingham County, last Saturday 


week, for outraging a prominent lady of that coun- 


ty, Lindsay and Hairstone had been very much 
concerned for their own safety, and several times 
expressed their fears that they would be lynched. 
During Monday night a band of about 150 
mounted and masked men rode into Danbury. A 
consultation was held on the outskirts of the vil- 
lage as to the best and quickest mode to be adopted 
to obtain possession of the prisoners. In accordance 
with an agreement, the party drew up to the jail 
and demanded of the jailor the surrender of Lind- 
say and Hairstone. This was refused. The jail 
doors were forced open, and the crowd of masked 
men sprang through the doorway, forced open the 
doors to the cells of the two negroes, secured 
them and placed them iu a vehicle, and drove 
rapidly out of town. As soon as a4 
convenient spot was found, the party halted, formed 
into a square, and gave the prisoners a few mo- 
ments in which to prepare for the death that await- 
ed them. After these preparations, the two negroes 
were placed in a wagon, which was driven 
under a large oak tree. Halters were placed 
about the negroes’ necks, the ends of 
which were thrown over ai branch of 
the tree, and the wagon was then driven from 
under the men. The two negroes were left 
hanging. Their bodies were discovered a few 
hours later where they were left. The names 
ot those who participated in the lynching are not 
known, The punishment meted out to Lindsay 
and Hairstone is generally approved by both the 
white and colored people in the community.

THE PRESIDENTS UNCLE KILLED-

THOMAS GARFIELD FATALLY AND MRS, ALON- 
ZO ARNOLD SEVERELY INJURED. 
CLEVELAND, Ohio, June 22.—Soon after 3 
o’clock this atternoon an east-bound train on 
the New-York, Pennsylvania and Ohio Rail- 
road, when about 12 miles from here, struck 
a buggy in which were riding Thomas Gar- 
field, uncle of President Garfield, and Mrs. 
Alonzo Arnola, sister of Dr. Boynton, and cousin 
of the President. Thomas Garfield was instantly 
killed, and Mrs. Arnold’s skull was so badly frac- 
tured that her life is despaired of. The buggy was 
dragged abont 200 feet before the train was 
stopped. Mr. Garfield was 80 years old. He leaves 
seven children. President Garfield and Dr. Boyn- 
ton were telegraphed to at Long Branch.

ITS INFLUENCE IN DIVERTING EMIGRATION 
TO CANADA, 

Toronto, Ontario, June 22.—The Globe has 
aspecial cable dispatch containing comments of 
the London Zimes on Lord Lorne’s tour to the great 
North-west. The Zimes says: ‘If there is any- 
thing wanted to the contentment of both the 
Queen’s representative and the Queen’s subjects 
in the Dominion, it is that the  occasion- 
al roughness of the proposed holiday trip 

recludes the Princess from participating. Lord 

orne’s travels will be watched with interest by 
the public, which scarcely, as yet, understands 
the magnificence of its estate in the re- 
gions of Lake Winnipeg and the Saskatchewan. 
To the ordinary emigrant America is simply Amer- 
ica. He drifts tothe United States from pure un- 
consciousness that there are two Americas, as dif- 
ferent from each other as the poles, competing for 
his notice. When he shall have arrived at 
an understanding that there is a Canada as 
well as a United States, he will yet be 
far enough from a proper perception of how 
much is involved in the former term itself. 
Lord Lorne and his companions may do something 
toward classitying this enormous accession to Brit- 
ish inheritance into its several characteristics, so 
that choice will not have to be made blindly or 
ignorantly. Necessarily the total impressions of 
the Summer tour will have to be corrected by the 
rugged fact that the farmer's life in this new land 
is far from being alla pastime. On the other hand, 
even the farmer’s life in Manitoba cannot be all 
work, and one element in fixing upon this country 
for permanent domicile may well be that it isa 
pleasant land to spend a holiday in.”

ONE OF BRADY'S CONTRACTS 


GREAT PROFITS ON A MISSISSIPPI 
RIVER ROUTE. 

HOW A CONTRACTOR’S PAY WAS INCREASED 
FROM $31,500 To $94,270—MosT OF THE 
SERVICE PERFORMED FOR THE CON- 
TRACTOR FOR $20,000 — rouRTEEN 
PROFITABLE CHANGES MADE IN TWO 
YEARS—THE ROUTE TO -BE DISCON- 
TINUED. 

WasHIneton, June 22.—The Post Office 
Department gave public notice on the 17th 
inst. that the steam-boat mail routes on the 
Mississippi between Memphis and Vicksburg, 
the contracts for which are held by Major J. 
D. Adams, of Memphis, would be discontinued 
on and after June 30, Complaints of the ser- 


vice on these routes have been reaching Wash- 


ington for a long time, and Postmaster-Gen- 


eral James, when he began to unearth the vil- 
lainy of Brady in connection with the star 
route service, determined to investigate the 
management of the river service on the Mis- 
sissippi at the same time, correctly surmising 
that this was not entirely free from the 
“expediting” system which had proved 
so profitable to contractors on the star 
routes. With this end in view he 


appointed a postal commission, consisting of 
Inspector B. K. Sharretts,of the New-York Post 


Office; R, C. Jackson, Superintendent of the 


Railway Mail Service in the New-York office, 


and Inspector H. R. Gibson, of the Knoxville 
(Tenn.) Post Office. This commission was ap- 
pointed on April 12, and on the 13th the mem- 
bers received their instructions from Postmas- 
ter-General James, which were that they 


should investigate thoroughly the mail service 


in Tennessee, and especially the steam-boat 
service on the Mississippi, and report to him 
such facts as they migbt discover, together 
with any recommendations which they deemed 
it advisable to make. The commission started 
for Memphis the following day, and spent 


about five weeks in prosecuting their inquiry, 
returning to this City on the 18th of May with 


their work accomplished. 

Their task was a most difficult one from the 
outset. Very few persons could give themany 
idea of the intricacies of the contracts under 
which the river service was being performed, 


and the postal officers of Tennessee were 


almost as ignorant of the subject as the citi- 
zens, The changes made in the contracts for 
the past two years by order of Brady had been 
so numerous that it was almost impossible for 
anybody but the contractors themselves to 
keep the run of them. The commission began 
their work with energy, however,although they 


proceeded with caution,not knowing what traps 
might be laid to ensnare them, The first two 
weeks were consumed in a long and searching 
examination of the postal officers at Memphis 
and Vicksburg, ana the agents on the rivers, 
and then other witnesses who professed to 
know something of the subject were examined. 
The testimony of 42 persons in all was taken 
in writing, and during the five weeks of the in- 
vestigation 22 reports were forwarded to Post- 
master-General James in this city. The first 
result of all this labor has been the order 
for the discontinuance of the routes between 
Memphis and Vicksburg at the end of this 
month. Of course, it is not intended to de- 
prive the towns and villages along the Missis- 
sippi between these points of mail facilities, 
The order to discontinue is simply preliminary 
to the establishment of a new route which will 
give to the people all the facilities they re- 
quire, and at the same time save to the Treas- 
ury a part of the money which has hitherto 
been stolen by the manipulations of this route 
by Brady and the contractors. 
Refore Major Adams secured the contract 
for the river service between Memphis and 
Vicksburg, it was performed under what is 
known as the Norton contract. Three trips a 
week were made at an annual cost to the Gov- 
ernment of $31,500, Major Adams secured 
the contract in January, 1879, and began the 
service on the 10th of that month. His con- 
tract called for two through trips a week and 
one trip between Vicksburg and Greenville, 
atan annual compensation of $31,500, or the 
same amount as had previously been paid for 
three through trips. The distance from Mem- 
phis to Vicksburg is 408 miles, and from 
Greenville to Vicksburg 155 miles, Under the 
Norton contract the service of three trips had 
cost the Government $25 73 per mile. Under 
the Adams contract the service of about two 
and a half trips was performed at a 
cost of $32 V1 per mile. No adver- 
tisement was published for bids on 
this contract, so far as can be discovered. In 
avery few days after securing it, Adams en- 
gaged the Anchor Line of steamers, which 
runs between St. Louis and New-Orleans, to 
perform the two through trips each week, pay- 
ing them for the service $20,000 a year, thus 
leaving to himself $11,500 for the little route of 
155 miles between Greenville and Vicksburg. 
Since the beginning of the contract, Jan. 10, 
1879, 14 changes have been made in the route 
between Vicksburg and Memphis, and the 
original cost of the service—$31,500—has been 
increased to $94,270 39. In all the changes 
which have been made no advertisements for 
bids were printed, and Adams simply provided, 
or pretended to provide, additional service, 
for which he received such additional pay as, 
in the eyes of Brady, seemed good, 
_ The first change was made Feb. 19, 1879, 
when an additional trip between Greenville 
and Vicksburg was ordered, and $4,808 41 
added to the compensation, making the cost 
of the service $36,308 41. On April 8, 1879, an 
order was issued establishing an additional 
trip, weekly, between Memphis and Green- 
ville, a distance of 255 miles, for which 
$8,537 38 was allowed, bringing the total com- 
pensation up to $44,845 79. On June 6, 1879, 
a third change was ordered for two trips 
a week between Memphis and Arkansas 
City, a distance of 216 miles, for which 
service $7,000 was allowed, making the total 
cost of Route No. 29,060 $51,845 79. On 
July lof the same year, the pay on the route 
between Vicksburg and Greenville was in- 
creased $6,540, this additional sum to be paid 
until Sept. 15,no additional service being re- 
quired, making the total cost of the route 
$58,386 64. On the same day the compensa- 
tion for the trip between Memphis and Green- 
ville was increased $1,537 98, this to be paid 
until Sept. 15, making the total cost 
to the Government 359,924 62. On Sept. 
10, 1879, Adams was given a new con- 
tract to make two _ trips weekly be- 
tween Greenville and Vicksburg, and this 
was formed into a new route, numbered 29,063. 
For these two trips, 310 miles in all, $11,349 68 
was allowed, making Adams’s claim upon the 
Treasury $71,274 30, On Dec. 10, Route No. 
29,061, from Memphis to Arkansas City, was 
discontinued, and the $7,000 allowed for it 
stricken from the profits of the contractor. 
This reduced his annual claim to $64,274 30. 
To compensate the contractor for this loss, 
however, a new route, No. 29,064, was estab- 
lished, between Memphis and Greenville, and 
for making two trips a week between these 

oints a compensation of $20,000 was allowed 

im. This made the cost of the service 
to the Government $84,274 30. The 
contract, however, was to expire Jan. 
15, 1880. This ended the manip- 
ulations for the year 1879. Adams had begun 
in January with a claim against the Govern- 
ment of $31,500 per year, In December his 
claim had swelled to $84,274 30. As a New 
Year’s present to Adams, in Janzary, 1880, an 
additional trip weekly was ordered between 
Memphis and Greenville, at an expense of 
$10,000 yearly, to be continued until July 7, 
making the total cost of the service on 
the three routes $94,274 30. On July 11 
this trip was discontinued, and Adams’s 
claim was reduced by $10,000. On 
the same day, however, this same trip was es- 
tablished again, the contract to run until 
March 16, 1881, so that the old figures were at 
once restored on the balance sheet. The 
twelfth change, ordered March 10, 1881, dis- 
continued one trip from Arkansas City to 
Vicksburg, and reduced the pay of the con- 
tractor $7,402 89, and the to cost of the 
service to $86,871 41. Onthe same day, how- 
ever, an additional trip from Arkansas City 
to Greenville, a distance of 45 miles, was 
ordered. at an annual compensation of 


$1,724 14, and the grand total of the cost to 
the department was swelled to $88,590 59, 
This was followed by the fourteenth, and 
last, change, also on March 10, when an 
additional trip was erdered weekly, between 
Greenville and Vicksburg, ata yearly cost of 
$5,674 84, making the entire cost of the service 
at that date $94,270 39. These small routes 
combined made six through trips weekly from 
Memphis to Vicksburg. About this time Post- 
master-General James came upon the scene, 
and no more changes were ordered on this 
route. The next change probable is one that 
will save to the Nation at least two-thirds of 
the money at which the contracts are now 
held. 

In estimating the profits which must have 
flowed into the pocket of Major Adams during 
the two years which he held these contracts, 
it should be remembered that the Anchor Line 
performed at least half the service, for which 

e was allowed $94,270 39 by Brady, for $20,- 
000 a year. The commission, in reporting these 
facts to the Postmaster-General, stated that, 
so faras they could discover, the service at 
present was being done in a satisfactory man- 
ner, but the price paid for it was exorbitant, 
and much of the service was absolutely un- 
necessary. The way-mail between Memphis 
and Friar’s Point, a distance of i111 
miles, has been done satisfactorily three 
times a week for the past two years 
for $9,000 a year. At this rate the 
cost from Memphis to Vicksburg for service 
three times a week should be about $26,000, It 
is not likely that any contract can be made at 
that figure, but it is certain that a great sav- 
ing can be made over the present rates. The 
commission recommended that the trips now 
made by the Anchor Line be discontinued, and 
that the remaining part of the service, which 
really gives three through trips a week, be re- 
tained. Itis believed here, however, that the 
Anchor Line will make a reasonable bid tor 
the contract, now that notice has been given 
of the discontinuance of all the routes, and 


that a through route will be established to 
carry the mails three times a week.

BOASTS OF THE CONSPIRATORS. 
THE RING ORGANS ASSERTING THAT THE GOY- 


ERNMENT HAS NO EVIDENCE AGAINST 


BRADY. 

WASHINGTON, June 22.—An expectation 
that Judge Cox would hold court long enough 
to allow the new Grand Juryto xamine the 
great mass of evidence which has been gathered 
and classified for presentation against the star 


route conspirators brought to this city many 


of the ring contractors, with their confed- 
erates and counse]. Judge Cox’s determina- 
tion to begiu his vacation on July 3 
prevents the presentation of this evidence, and 
has given the star route organs an opportunity 


to assure some of the weak-kneed contractors 


that the Government really has no evidence to 


present. By assertions like this the leading 
conspirators hope to inspire with courage some 
of their understrappers who are on the fence. 
Since reaching this city the leaders 
heve made an attempt to raise a fund 


for defense by a general assessment. 


The names of several lawyers whom the con- 
spirators have retained have been published, 
but other prominent lawyers who have not 
been named have also been retained, and in 
selecting them the ring has had an eye to 
political and other valuable influences. The 
assertion made by Brady’s newspaper this 
morning that the Government has no evidence 
against Brady and his confederates is very 
amusing to the Government’s agents, who 
have several very important cases ready for 
presentation to the jury and many others 
nearly completed, and who deeply regret tue 
action of the court. 

It has been supposed by some that First As- 
sistant Postmaster-General Tyner would retire 
from his office during the early months of the 
new Administration. Thestar route men evi- 
dently expect that the office will soon become 
vacant, for they are looking about for some 
one to support for the place. The Hon. 
Chauncey I. Filley, of St. Louis, is said 
to be a candidate, and there are indica- 
tions that the selection of Mr. _ Fil- 
ley would be acceptable to the prominent 
star route contractors and those who sympa- 
thize with them. The removal of W. H. 
Turner, clerk in charge of the Territorial mail 
routes, has been announced. William Sickels, 
who had for some years been in charge of the 
mail routes in Arkansas and Missouri and the 
fraudulent steam-boat service in that vicinity, 
has also gone. He departed for a vacation 
some time ago, and resigned while absent. It 
is understood that his services were no longer 
required in the department.

The amount of 5 per cent. coupon bonds re- 
ceived at the Treasury for contiuance at 33¢ 


per cent. aggregates $51,100,000. This is ex- 
clusive of the amount presented for contin- 
uance at the London agency, which the latest 
advices report to be about $14,0U0,000. 

The Star of this evening says: ‘‘ Before he 
left Washington, Assistant Secretary Upton 


placed his resignation in the hands of Secre- 
tary Windom, to be acted upon as might be de- 
sired by she Secretary and the President.” This 


statement, owing to the absence of Secretary 


Windom, cannot be confirmed or denied, the 
under officers of the Treasury Department 
professing entire ignorance on the subject.

MR. THURLOW WEED DISCREDITS 
THE BATAVIA STORY. 

"EE VENERABLE JOURNALIST TELLS ABOUT 
HIS CONNECTION WITH TEE MORGAN AF- 
FAIR-- JOHN WHITNEY’8 CONFESSION 
AND HOW SE MADE IT. 

Mr. Thurlow Weed, who probably knows 
tnore about the abduction and subsequent kill- 
ing of Morgan than any other person now liv- 
ing, was found by a TIMES reporter yesterday 
morning, seated in a comfortable arm-chair in 
his library. 

**T was not well enough to read the papers 
this morning,” Mr. Weed said, ‘‘and did not 
see the article in Tnx Tmosss till my attention 
was specially drawn to it, It is a remarkable 
statement and opens up many new corplica- 
tions in what half a century ago was the ab- 
sorbing topic of the day. The fects about 
the abduction of Morgan and the men 
connected with the crime are correctly stated 
in Tae Times, Thatis the extraordinary part 
of it. The mere fact that with the remains 
was found a ring bearing the initials W. M. 
goes for nothing. There may have been 10,000 
people whose initials are W. M. But I cannot 
account for the fact that a paper should be 
found, near the body, with the name of Henry 


Brown, Henry Brown was interested in the 
ease. He was a lawyer, and afterward pub- 
lished a book, giving an account of Morgan’s 
disappearance. I know Brown very well, and 
what is said about him in the article is all true. 
It is very extraordinary that his name should 
beso found. I did not know’Morgan, though 
i have seen him. He wrote part of his book 
in Rochester, and I lived in that city at that 
time. ‘he proposition to publish the book 
was first made to me while he was writing it, 
but I thought that a man who had taken an 
oath to keep asecret ought to keep it, and I 
declined to touch it, organ boarded in 
the house next door to mine in Rochester, and 
my wife noticed him frequently walking in 
the garden asifin thought. Shesaid to me: 
*There is somebody staying at Mr. Dyer’s, 
next door, and he is constantly in the garden.’ 
He walked about as if thinking. After he 
had been there a short time Dyer called upon 
me one day, and said that he had something 
he wanted to say tome in strict confidence. 
He said it was so particular he wouid 
like to have me make oath that I 
would never divulge what he told me. 
i told him it was not necessary 
to take an oath; that whatever ke told me [ 
would consider entirely confidential. He then 
said that the man who was staying in his house 
was about to reveal the secrets of Freemasonry, 
and he wanted me to print the book. It must 
be done very secretly, he said, or else the man- 
ascript and materials woula be destroyed and 
the scheme would be brought toanend. The 
proposition did not strike me pleasantly and I 
declined to print the book, They went to Ba- 
tavia and had the printing done there. It 
made a fearful excitement, broke up churches, 
broke up families, and broke up all the political 
parties of this State. 

‘After the disappearance of Morgan and his 
manuscript,” Mr. Weed continued, ‘‘an inves- 
tigating committee was appointed, and they 
worked for months and months. All that was 
published in Tae Times about Landon and the 
others is true. The committee learned beyond 
a doubt that Morgan was taken out of the jail 
at Canandaigua, where he had been imprisoned 
on some trifling charge, taken to Niagara 
Falls, and put in the fort, or magazine, and 
kept there for several days. The fort contained 
no soldiers, but was under charge of a watch- 
man. The object of this was to send 
him through the Canada fur country 
up to the extreme north-west, to get him 
away from Miller and the others, who in- 
fluenced him to publish his book. The Cana- 
dian Masons were to have done part of the 
work, but, after holding one or two meetings, 
they refused to have anything to do with the 
case, and Morgan was left on the bands of his 
abductors. This will give you some clue to 
who the abductors were. There was a celebra- 
tion of Knights Templar at Lewiston, followed 
byasupper. There may have been some wine 
at the supper, and perhaps the participants 
were unduly excited. Col. William King,who 
was in the party, took four other men with 


him in a close carriage to Canandaigua, took | 


Morgan to Lake Ontario and drowned him. 
They took him out in asmall boat, attached 
weights to him, and dropped him overboard, 
That is believed to be true, as ascertained by 
the investigating committee. Now comes the 
extraordinary scene of the finding of the body 
and of two women, each saying that the body 
was that of her husband. 

*‘About a year after Morgan was drowned a 
body was found on the shore of Lake Ontario. 
An inquest was held, and Mrs, Morgan and 
others declared the body to be that of William 
Morgan. The jury came to the same conclu- 
sion, and so found in their verdict. .A year 
after thisa Mrs. Monroe from Canada came 
forward and claimed the body, saying that 
itt was the body of her husband, who 
was drowned in the lake about the 
tume of Morgan’s disappearance. Without 
seeing the body found or the clothes upon it, 
she described the clothing so minutely as to 
leave no doubt in the minds of the second jur 
that the body had been clad in Monroe’s 
clothes. She was wide of the mark, however, 
when she tried to describe the body itself. Her 
husband, whose name was Timothy Monroe, 
was several inches shorter than the body 
found, She said he had short black hair, re- 
cently cut, that stood upon his head; whereas, 
the hair of the body found was of a light 
chestnut color, long and silky. Mrs. Morgan 
svas sure the body was her husband’s, and Mrs, 
Monroe was sure it was hers, The only con- 
slusion that could be reached was that it was 
Morgan’s body clad in Monroe’s clothes. How 
shis state of affairs might have come about no- 
vedy could explain. . 

‘*Six years after this,” Mr. Weed continued, 
“after [had moved from Rochester to Al- 
pany, I wes sued for libel for publishing 4 
statement in connection with this very sub- 
ject. I had charged Gen. Gould with furnish- 

the money to carry out this plot. John 
Whitney, the man who received the money 
from Gould, was one of my witnesses, so I had 
no fear of the result. But when the 
olaintiff’s lawyers found I was prepared 
to prove all I had _ charged, they 
shut out my testimony by getting a 
decision requiring me to prove not only that 
Gen. Gould iurnished the money, but that he 
furnished it witha guilty knowledge of the 
illegal purpose for which it was to be used. 
Under these circumstances, of course, the ver- 
dict was against me. In the evening of that 
jay I invited Barton and John Whitney to 
eat an oyster supper with moe in my house. 
We were all old acquaintances, and we had a 
sociable time, After supper, while we were 
talking about Morgan’s disappearance, Barton 
suddenly. said to Whitney, ‘John Whitney, 
why don’t you make a clean breast of it? You 
could tell all about itif you would.’ After 
some hesitation, Whitney told the whole 
story. He told us how Morgan had 
been taken to Fort Niagara, how 
be had been taken out on the lake and 
drowned, with heavy weights attached to him. 
He had not slept comfortably, he said, for six 
years—the Sheriff was always after him in his 
dreams. When he had told his story and 
given us all the particulars, Barton said to 
him: ‘John, I suppose you know we can 
hang you now?’ ‘ Yes,’ Whitney replied, 
‘you can, but you won't.’ Both Barton and 
myself considered the confession entirely con- 
fidential, and the story was never told,’ 

Mr. Weed paused for a few moments to col- 
lect his thoughts. At length he went on: ‘tin 
1860, 27 years afterward, I was in Chicago, at- 
tending the National Convention that first 
nominated Lincoln. Whitney was then living 
in Chicago, and he went to my hotel to say 
‘that he wanted me to write out what he had 
lrevealed to me in Albany, and putit ina sealed 
‘envelope. If he died first the statement was 
then to be given to the public. If I died first 
the package was to be so left that on his death 
the seal would be broken and the contents di- 
vulged. Itold him that I would do this, but 
that I was then very busy. I was working in 
the interests of Seward, and the nomination of 
Lincoln was a great disappointment to 
me. In the excitement I forgot ali about 
Whitney, and was just going away, when 
Imet him. He seemed disappointed that the 
letter had not been written, and I told 
him that it’ should be done and that I 
would meet him again. It was only a 
short time after that that the rebellion broke 
out and I was sent to Europe with the state- 
ment still unwritten, While 1 was in London 
{ wrote to Whitney telling him to go to Alex- 
ander B. Williams, a confidential friend of 
mine in Chicago, and show him my letter, and 
ne would write out the statement. When I 
same home my letter was lying on the table, 
naving been returned to me through the dead 
letter office. It bad reached Chicago two 
weeks after Whitney died. So it happened 
that the confession was never put in writing. 

“ This story of the finding of the body near 
Satavia.’”? Mr. Weed coneluded. * contradicts

all the evidence that the body was taken to 
Fort Nia by John Whitney and Burrit 
Smith. is evidence has stood uncontra- 
dicted for many years. Morgan was taken out 
of the Canandaigua Jail at 9 o’clock in the 
evening and taken to Rochester, where there 
was a relay of horses, The carriages were 
changed there in a quiet place, and Col. Jewett 
furnished another change of horses at Clark- 
son. Another change was made further west. 
It is a long distance from the lake to Pembroke 
—at least a long distance to carry a dead body 
surreptitiously. Why it should have been done 
Icannot see, Butif there were any writings 
from Henry Brown found about this body, 
that fact will add great weight to the state- 
ment, and make a new complication in en al- 
ready much complicated case,” 


Batavia, N. Y., June 22.,—The discovery of 
bones, claimed to be those of Capt. Morgan, when 
first made public in a local paper yesterday, caused 
much excitement in Batavia, and the newspaper 
had a sensational account of the affair, alleging 
that a silver ring, marked W. M., a:d some almoést 
illegible manuscript were found with them. The 
story, too, was substantiated by D. E. E. Mix, an 
old and prominent surveyor, in whose possession 
the bones are. Upon more thorough in- 
quiries to-day, however, Dr. J. R. Coates, 
who inspected the remains, said that, while 
they belong to a human  0being, they 
are too smail for those of a full-grown man. Mr. 
Mix, being Myer d uestioned, reiterated the state- 
ment that in his belief the remains belong to Mor- 
gan, but subsequently admitted that neither the 
ring nor the manuscript was found. The place 
where the bones were discovered: however, is on a 
road leading westward from here, in which direc- 
tion, history says, Morgan was conveyed; but the 
admission of Surveyor Mix that the articles which 
formed the hasis of belief that the bones were the 
anti-Mason’s had not been discovered at all, leads 
our people to the conclusion that the story was 
concocted in an imaginative brain.

Premier 
Depretis, replying to questions in the 
Chamber of Deputies, stated that he had 
given instructions for the prevention by force, 
if necessary, of such manifestations. The 
French Consul at Naples has thanked the au- 
thorities for their energetic action. 

LonpDov, June 22.--In the House of Lords 
last night Lord De La Warr (Conservative) 
moved for the papers on the Tunisian affair, 
end condemned the action of the Government 
on the Tunisian question. Lord Granville, 
Foreign Secretary, replied that France had 
assured the Government that British treaty 
rights should not be interfered with. The 
Government, he said, were sensible of the fact 
that incidents might arise on which it would 
be their duty to ask for frank explanations, 
but asthe Government had not opposed the 
past action of France in Tunis, he could not 
see the advantage of getting into petty squab- 
bles on that action, unless it led to the inva- 
sion of British treaty rights.

good-will or occupancy right should be pro- 
tected.

MARIE LAVEAWS PLACE IN THE 
HISTORY OF NEW-ORLEANS. 
THE EARLY LIFE OF THE BEAUTIFUL YOUNG 

CREOLE—THE PROMINENT MEN WHO 
SOUGHT HER ADVICE AND SOCIETY—HER 
CHARITABLE WORK—HOW SHE BECAME 

AN OBJECT OF MYSTERY. 
New-ORLEANS, June ¥1.—Marie Laveau, the 
* Queen of the Voudous,” died last Wednesday at 
the advanced age of 98 years. To the superstitious 
creoles Marie appeared asa dealer in the black 
arts and a person to be dreaded and avoided. 
Strange stories were told of the rites performed by 
the sect of which Marie was the acknowledged 
sovereign. Many old residents asserted that on 
St. John’s night, the 24th of June, the Voudou 
clan had been seen in deserted places joining in 
wild, weird dances, all the participants in which 
were perfectiy nude. The Voudous were thought 
to be invested with supernatural powers, and men 
sought them to find means to be ridof their ene- 
mies, while others asked for love powders to instill 
affection into the bosoms of their unwilling or un- 
suspecting sweethearts. Whether there ever was 
any such sect, and whether Marie was ever 
its Queen, her life was one to render 
such a belief possible. . Besides knowing the secret 
healing qualities of the various herbs which 
grew in abundance inthe woods and fields, she 
was endowed with more than the usual share of 
common sense, and her advice was oft-times reaily 
valuable and her penetration remarkable. Adding 
to these qualities the gift of great beauty, no won- 
der that she possessed a large influence in her 
youth and attracted the attention of Louisiana’s 
greatest men and most distinguished visitors. She 
was the creature of that peculiar state of society 
in which there was no marrying or giving in mar- 
riage; yet they were not like the angels in heaven. 
Marie was the descendant of an old slave woman 
on her mother’s side, and on the other hand the 
best French blood of Louisiana coursed in her 
veins. She was born in the golden days of Spanish 
Louisiana, just at the time when the gallant boy- 
Governor, Galvez, co-operating with the struggling 
colonies in the East, had driven the British out of 
the Gulf of Mexico. She was 19 years old when the 


flag of freedom was unfurled from the flag-staff of 
the Place d’Armes, the flag that brought with it 
new prejudices against old social customs, and the 
Black Code, which made marriage between black 
and white a penal offense, while the interblending 
of the races was a matter which the law left unin- 
terfered with by any statutory prohibition. This 
beautiful, bright-eyed, intelligent little creole, 
while the men who made New-Orleans fa- 
mous in those days were aimost in daily 
attendance upon her, admiring her charms and en- 
joying her conversation, was led to the altar by 
Jacques Paris, a carpenter of her owncolor. The 
ceremony took place at the St. Louis Cathedral, 
Pére Antoine officiating, and Mazerean, the bril- 
liant leader of the Bar, being oneof the witnesses. 
The union was a short and a happy one. When 
Marie had been wedded only one year Jacques 
suddenly disappeared, and as no one knew 
had gone or what had become 
she was left neither wife nor 
widow. After waiting a year and still no tidings of 
the missing Jacques, she consented to be the bride 
of Capt. Christophe Dominiaue Glapion. The 
latter seems to have been a man of much charac- 
ter, and served with distinction throughout the 
war of 1815 as ordnance officer in d’Aquin’s gallant 
San Domingo battalion. When peace was estab- 
lished, Marie became more sought after than ever. 
She lived all her life in a little adobe house covered 
with red tiles, situated in St. Ann. between Ram- 
part and Burgundy streets. It was built by the 
early Frerch settlers 150 yearsago. Not a brick , 
was employed in its construction. The walls were 
formed of a peculiar combination of clay and moss. 
The entrances were made very low, and the 
panes of glass in the door were of smaill 
size and peculiar make. When this _ in- 
teresting residence was erected, it stood 
on the very outskirts of the town. Rampart- 
street was then a wilderness, and later it became a 
line of intrenchment. At that time the cottage 
was considered the handsomest dwelling-house in 
the place. All the other houses then existing have 
been torn downand more modern buildings sprung 
up, so that the quaint Laveau mansion, with the 


-high half-broken-down fence in front, and the 


branches of several ancient trees peeping over, 
seems a relic of the New-Orleans of long ago. 

In this place Marie received the celebrities of the 
day. Lawyers, legislators, planters, merchants, 
all came to pay their respects to her and seek her 
offices, and the narrow room heard as much wit 
and scandal as any of the historical sa/ons of Paris. 
There were business men who would not send a 
ship to sea before consulting her upon the proba- 
bilities of the voyage. Marie entertained her 
guests in royal style. Her cuisine was excellent, 
and all who possessed characteristics entitling 
them to more than ordinary consideration were 
welcome at her table. Those who came from 
the parishes or other States were compelled to 
take up their quarters under her roof, for she 
would allow no other house to be called more hos- 
pitable than her own. Coming in daily contact with 
the best informed men of that period, and possess- 
ing aremarkably retentive memory, it is no won- 
der that she acquired a large store of valuable in- 
formation. She was by no means backward 
in delivering her opinions, and as_ her 
predictions nearly always came true, and 
the course she suggested generally proved the 
wisest, Marie soon possessed a larger ¢/ientele than 
the most astute and far-seeing legal counselor. 
And it was not alone for advice that men and wom- 
en of all conditions called on her. Her skill in 


| medicine, already referred to, and her ability asa 


nurse made her desirable at the sick-bed. Marie 
had alarge,,warm heart and tender nature, and 
never refused a summons from the suffering, no 
matter how dangerous the disease. Wherever she 
went she labored faitnfully and earned life-long 
friends. During yellow fever and cholora epi- 
demics she proved herself a noble, disinterested 
wolnan, going from patient to patient, administer- 
ing 4 the wants of each and saving many from 
eath. 

People were not all as enlightened ana unpreju- 
diced as they are now, and, failing to understand 
how she arrived at her conclusions, they could im- 
agine no better source than Voudouism. At first 
she encouraged this idea, and delighted to cover 
her actions with an air of mystery. Nurses would 
frighten their charges into silence by the mention 
of the name of the Voudou Queen, and the children 
thus grew upinfear of her. Many older people 
had more real cause to dread Marie. There were 
very few secrets of any nature which she did 
not know. Wherever there was a skeleton in 
the family closet Marie held the key. But 
she was true to the confidence reposed in 
her and did not turn her knowledge to any unjust 
advantage. She knew of many proud homes where 
a whisper concerning the taint of colored blood 
would have spread consternation, but she was 
silent and did not even extort money for not over- 
throwing their standing in society. She was often 
placed on the stand to testify concerning such mat- 
ters. but no threats of imprisonment could force 
her to unseal her lips. It was only where the fam- 
ilies had become haughty and arrogant, and were 
eruel and brutal to their dependants that she told 
ail she knew, and her disclosures brought terrible 
disgrace upon those who had called forth her 
wrath. In moments of passion she shrieked out 
imprecations and curses, and her relatives say, and 
tremble as they tell it, that even when she 
launched the doom of death against those who had 
merited her displeasure her words came true, the 
victims expiring with frightful agonics at the stated 


time. 
Capt. Glapion died on June 26, 1855, leaving 


Marie, who had been the mother of his 15 children, 
to mourn his loss. His death caused a great 
change in her life, and she turned to the Church, 
which she never has been accused of deserting, for 
consolation. Not only did she increase her own 
devotion, but loved to bring others into its bosom. 
Marie would often visit the cells of the condemned, 
and turn the thoughts of those soon to be led out 
to atone for their crimes to their Saviour. Her 
coming was considered a blessing by the prisoners, 
because if they could only excite her pity her 
powerful influence would often obtain their par- 
don or at least a commutation of sentence. 
About five years after the death of her husband 
she became iliand was some time confined to her 
bed. As she grew older her ilis increased, and 
finally she could scarcely leave her bed. She lay in 
a large, old-fashioned walnut bedstead, in the 
front room of the little house which she had never 
left and in which her mother had lived before her. 
When her eyes opened in the morning, and before 
their closing at night, they rested on sacred pic- 
tures and crucifixes. She erected an altar in her 
room, and wax tapers were kept burning night and 
day. Although no more of the gay scenes of former 
years were enacted in the house, it was still open 
to all comers, who were welcome to food and lodg- 
ing. She gave advice with the same willingness as 
ever, and never ceased in her endeavors to accom- 
plish good. She had through her reer ac- 
uired some money, which she invested in property, 
the revenue of which, and the contributions of 
people she had Lefriended, served to support her 
n her declining years. She lay in her bed through 
many long days, bearing ill-will toward none, listen- 
ing to the conversation of the unfortunates who 
crowded her yard, for they had but to push open 
the gate and enter, and were never disturbed. 
Marie always remained true to the people of her 
section,and during the war of the rebellion she did 
allin her power to assist the Southern interest, 
hiding and caring for the devotees of the ** lost 
cause" and their property at the risk of her own 
goods and liberty. Before her memory became 
weakened by age and illness, she was full of rich 
reminiscences which she delighted to relate to those 
who understood howto question her. A favorite 
subject with her was the life of her father, to 
whose picture she would refer her auditor. He 
was greatly honored and served in the Legislature 
of the State. She spoke of a visit of his to 
San Domingo, and a breakfast which he gave 
there upon which he expended thousands of 
dollars. She alluded in touching terms to Gov. 
Claiborne’s young Tennessee bride, who died soon 
after her arrival here, and was carried with her 
dead babe upon her bosom to a lonely grave in the 
corner of the Old American Cemetery. Mazereau, 
the man of brilliant eloguence and dissolute habits, 
was a favorite of hers, it being said by some that he 
was one of the most ardent of her youthful lovers, 
Sometimes she told of the strange little man, with 
the bright, glittering eves, Aaron Burr, who spoke 
so pleasantly, while he was so dangerous. He 
sought her out and enlisted her sympathy the day 
after he came ashore at the levee, and though sho 
thought him a strange. bad man, his future history 


G 
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always concerned her, and she eagerly sought 
news of his movements. She was proud of her 
interview with Lafayette, who, when he visited 
New-Orleans, over 50 years ago, called at her 
house and printed a warm kiss upon 
her forehead at porting. Marie Laveau was 
one of the ban of colored people who 
escorted to the tomb, long since dismantled, 
in the old Catholic cemetery, the remains of the 
scarred and (bere French General, Humbert. 
The hero of Castelbar was often a visitor at her 
house, and she was rich with anecdotes concern- 
ing him. The pious Father Antoine, of blessed 
memory, met her often at the bedside of the dying, 
she to ease their sufferings during their last mo- 
ments in this life. and he to give hope of salvation 
in the life beyond. 

Marie Laveau, one of the most wonderful women 
who ever lived, passed peaceably away. Her 
daughter, Mme. Philomel Legendre, the only sur- 
vivor of all Capt. Glapion’s children, who possesses 
many of the characteristics of her mother, and 
Mme. Legendre'’s two pretty danghters, ministered 
to the old lady’s last wants. She died without 
a struggle, with a smile lighting up her shriveled 
features. She was interred in her family tomb, by 
the side of Capt. Glapion. in the old St. Louis 
Cemetery, and with her is buried the most thrilling 
portion of the unwritten records of Louisiana. Al- 
though Marie Laveau’s history has been very much 
sought after, it has never heen published. Cable 
has endeavored to portray herin the character of 
Palmyre, in his novel of the ** Grandissimes.’’ The 
secrets of her life, however, could only be obtained 
from the oid lady herself, but she would never tell 
the smallest part of what she knew, and now her 
lips are closed forever, and, as she could neither 
read nor write, not a scrap is left to chronicle the 
events of her exciting life.

ARMY AND NAVY NEWS. 


DAMAGED SUBSISTENCE STORES AND OFFI 
CERS’ QUARTERS—ORDERS AND LEAVES 
OF ABSENCE, 


WASHINGTON, June 22.—Capt. Wilson T. 
Hartz, Fifteenth Infantry, now at Ocean Grove, 
N. J., has been ordered to report in person to the 
Superintendent General Recruiting Service, New. 
York, for temporary duty in charge of the recruit- 
Eng rendezvous at Pittsburg; Major H. Clay Wood, 
Assistant Adjutant-General, has been appointed to 
act as inspector on certain recruiting property 
reported as requiring the action of an inspector, 
and for which Col. A. H. Wood, Eleventh Infantry, 
Superintendent of the General Recruiting Service, 
is responsible; leave of absence for four months, 
with permission to apply for an extension of six 
months, to take effect upon being relieved from 
duty at the Military Academy, has been granted 
First Lieut. J. G. D. Knight, of the Corps of Engi- 
neers. 


Adjt.-Gen. Drum to-day issued an order that 
bacon, hams, butter, lard, breadstuffs, and other 
like articles of subsistence stores submitted for the 
action of inspection officers, which, though unfit 
for issue, are probably salable at or near the posts 


where situated, will not be recommended by them 
**to be destroyed” until they shall become satisfied 
that the articles have in reality no money value 
that can be saved to the United States. No article 
of subsistence stores, the use of which would be 
dangerous to the health of the purchasers or con- 
sumers, shall, however, be offered forsale. When 
subsistence stores are recommended “to be de- 
stroyed,’’ the certificate of the inspecting officer 
upon the inspection report will be amended by in- 
serting after the word “ above” the words: ‘ That 
the subsistence stores recommended to be de- 
stroved have no money value at or near the post.” 

Adjt-Gen. Drum has issued the following or- 
ders for the information of the Army: “ At mill- 
tary posts at which the head-quarters of a depart- 
ment or division are or may be established, the de- 
partment or division commander may set aside the 
quarters for the staff, and the quarters thus re- 
served will not be open to selection, in accordance 
with the general principles set forth in the Army 
regulations, edition of 1863, but will be assigned by 
the commanding officer. Officers are reminded 
that their right to quarters is solely one of occu- 

ancy, and thatif not occupied by them or their 

amilies, except in cases of temporary absence, 
they are open to assignment or selection for occu- 
pation by other officers on duty at the post.” 

The frigate Lancaster, which has been under re- 
pairs at the Kittery tag bets Portsmouth, N. H., 
for the past two years will soon be placed in com- 
mission for active sea service. It has been the in- 
tention to send her tothe Brazil or South Atlantic 
Station as flag-ship for Rear-Admiral D. McNair 
Fairfax, but it has recently been decided to fit her 
out for duty as flag-ship of the Mediterranean fleet, 
to take the pluce of the frigate Trenton, which 
will arrive home in October. The Trenton will 
bring as passengers the representatives of the fam- 
ily of Gen. Lafayette, who are to be present at 
poe centennial celebration of the victory of York- 

own, 

The side-wheel sloop-of-war Powhatan will leave 
New-York in July for Aspinwall with the relief 
complement of officers and men on board for the 
frigate Richmond, the flag-ship of Rear-Admiral J. 
M. B. Clitz, commanding the Asiatic fleet. Admiral 
Clitz has temporarily transferred his flag to another 
vessel of his fleet, to which the Richmond will re- 
turn as soon as the transfer of the ship's comple- 
ment is completed at Panama. Capt. J. 8. Skerrett 
willrelieve Capt. A. E. K. Benham in command of 
Fe Richmond and as Chief of Staff of the Asiatic 

eet. 

A publication valuable to astronomers and navi- 
gators has just been published by the Navy De- 
partment, which was prepared by Prof. Asaph 
Hall, of the Navy, the discoverer of the moons of 
Mars, which gives a list of 3,600 double stars and 
their positions, as observed and determined by 
him at the Naval Observatory here since 1875. This 
makes a total of over 19,000 double stars observed. 

Master M. A. Shufeldt, son of Commodore 
Shufeldt, has been ordered to New-York in con- 
nection with the publication of a narrative of the 
cruise of the Ticonderoga, which was completed 
about two yearsago. The Ticonderoga. Commo- 
dore Shufeldt commanding, made a cruise around 
the world in the interest of American commerce. 

Lieut. Thomas C. McLean has been detailed to 
represent the Navy at the Paris Electrica! Congress. 

The Chinese Government having requested the 
services of an officer to organize for their Navy a 
marine corps similar to our own, First Lieut. D. 
Pratt Manning, of the Marine Corps, has been se- 
lected for the duty, and has been granted permis- 
sion to enter into the service of the Chinese Goy- 
ernment for that purpose. 

Ensign John F. Parker has been ordered to exam-

STATISTICS GATHERED FOR THE CENSUS 


SHOWING A LARGE INCREASE DURING 
THE DECADE, 

WASHINGTON, June 22.—The report of J. R. 
Dodge, Special Agent for the collection of statistics 
of agriculture, showing the tobacco product of the 
United States forthe census years 1880 and 1870, 
was issued from the Census Office to-day. The 
comparative statement presented in the report 
shows an apparent increase in production of 80 per 
cent. during the decade, the product in i880 being 
placed at 473,107,573 pounds, and that of 1870 at 
262,735,841 pounds. This apparent increase, Mr. 
Dodge says, exaggerates the real advance in to- 
bacco cultivation, as the preceding census crop was 
@small one, and the fear of taxation may have 
operated to prevent a full census of tobacco 


in 1870. The crop reported in 1880 was one 
of medium production, not in excess of the 
present requirements of home consumption and 
exportation. Fifteen States presuee now, as in 
1870, more than 99 per cent, of the fobacco of the 
United States, though it is reported in 22 other 
States, and 6 Territories, Of these 15 only Missouri, 
Illinois, Indiana, and Massachusetts produce less 
than in 1870. Kentucky occupies the first position, 
producing 36 per cent. of the total product of the 
country. Virginia holds the second place; Penn- 
sylvania has advanced from the twelfth to the 
third; Wisconsin from the fifteenth to the tenth, 
and North Carolina, Connecticut, and New-York 
have each gained one point in the rank of 
tobacco States. Those that have retrograded in 
relative production are Massachusetts, Maryland, 
West Virginia, Indiana, Illinois, Missouri, and Ten- 
nessee. The average yield per acre is shown to be 
731 pounds, varying from 41,599 pounds, in Massa- 
chusetts, to 471 pounds, in North Carolina. This 
variation in rate of yield, the report states, is due 
in differing degree to the use or neglect of fertiliz- 
ers, the habit of growth of. different varieties, and 
the vicissitudes of the seasons. The following 
table shows the total product, and the yield per 
acre, in 1680, in the 15 leading tobacco-growing 
States:

Mr. John I. Blair, of Blairstown, N. J., add- 
ed considerably to the interest of Commencement 
Day exercises at Princeton College, yesterday, by a 
promise of further endowment. Mr. Blair has 
already proved himself one of the most generous 
of the friends of Nassau Hall, and at the Alumni 
dinner this afternoon he made another munificent 
offer to the college Trustees. At present there is 
but one chair outside of the college Presidency 
endowed. The salaries of the other Professors 
are made up by charges against the students who 
go to them for instruction.

COMMENCEMENT AT VASSAR. 
THIRTY-FIVE YOUNG LADIES GRADUATED— 


THE DAY’S BXERCISES. 

POUGHKEEPSIE, June 22.—The Commence- 
ment exercises at Vassar College began at 10:20 
this morning, butlong before that hour the corri- 
dors and parlors of the institution were crowded 
with ladies and gentlemen. The chapel 
doors were’ opened at 10 A, M., and 
elegantly dressed ladies ushered people 
to seats, reserved seats being distinguished from 
others by silken bands. The graduating class, 
numbering 35, occupied six rows of seats in the 
centre aisle, directly in front of the platform. 
President Cauldwell, in cap and gown, the lady 
Principal, the Faculty, the Board of Trustees, and 


the Alumni occupied seats on the platform. The 
galleries were set apart for the Junior Class and 
other pupils of the college. 

The exercises were opened with an organ volun- 
tary by Prof. Ritter. of the School of Music, after 
which President Cauldwell offered prayer. The 
argument as to whether the negro is doomed or 
not was the salient part of the programme. 
Miss Fitzhugh, in taking the affirmative, de- 
clared that wherever an inferior and superior 
race were brought together the inferior succumbed 
anda went into servitude. She boldly asserted that 
the negro is incapable of developing the higher 
qualities, and that politically “he is too valuable 
an animal to be exterminated.” She said the pres- 
ent duty is to convert the former slave into a use- 
ful citizen—educate him up toa higher level—and 
yet almost in the same breath she announced it as 
er belief that the negro would reach the pres- 
ent state of civilization in 11,999 years. 
She charged that he had made Af- 
rica the home of brutal degradation and 
had always been made the slave of nations, and 
only once rebelied. In referring to the war for the 
Union, she said the negro showed cowardly sub- 
mission, unmanly weakness, and had never yet paid 
for the blood that was shed for him. After scourg- 
ing the colored people still further, she 
closed by saying: “And such a race as this 
adds to the brilliancy of America’s picture.” 
Miss Lvon’s negative tothe question began abrupt- 
ly with the remark, “‘Flat head, flat nose, and 
thick lip.’ which caused much merriment. She 
said she knew the negro was not promising, but he 
isa man, and heis the most picturesque element 
in American landscape. He pleases with his 
plaintive melody and should once in a\while 
be credited with a little originality, and 
when one looks over the world § and 
finds that the present occupants of this 
mundane sphere are not the original holders, 
one should take off one’s hat to the negro. He came 
to civilization weak and weary, complaining and 
helpless. and the rapid transit from nonentity to 
recognition has, indeed, been rapia. She declared 
that the negro is America’s big bonanza, and that 
the worst thing he can do for himself is to realize 
the hopes of the people. His race, jnst after emanci- 
pation. had many obstacles to overcome—claiming 
ownership in nothing but his own body, bleeding 
with the cuts of public scorn, and meeting opposi- 
tion everywhere from the press and from the peo- 
ple. It therefore could not be expected he would 
emerge from siavery with hich ideas of literature 
and art. But the doors of the land are open to 
him and thrift and industry are with him. 

At the close of the exercises President Cauldwell 
announced that a lady whose name he was not 
allowed to mention had authorized him to say that 
she would present the college with a new organ, 
whereupon there was a prolonged clapping of 
hands by the pupils, asthe old organ has seen its 
best days. John H. Deane, of New-York City, has 
been elected one of the Trustees of the college in 
place of Nathan Bishop, deceased.

VIOLATIONS OF THE LOTTERY LAW. 


‘“DICK’’’ AUSTIN FOUND GUILTY—SAMUEL 


BUTLER SENTENCED. 

A number of lottery cases were on Recorder 
Smyth’s calendar yesterday, and attracted to the 
General Sessions Court room a large delegation of 
gamblers and “sports,” conspicuous by their flash 
clothing and showy jewelry. The case of Richard 
Austin occupied the greater portion of the day. 
The accused, who is a robust looking man of 48, 
wearing. a full beard and glossy hat, is well known 
as **Dick*’ Austin, who, although not above the 
weakness of indulging in strong liquors him- 
self, for years exhorted others to tem- 
perance, preaching generally along the river 
front. Mr. Anthony Comstock, on whose complaint 
he has been indicted, states that Austin has been 
engaged in the lottery business for the past 25 
years. Hecameto grief onthe 4th of February 
last, when, in an evil hour, he sold a five-cent policy- 
slip bearing the mystic numbers ‘25, 14, 30,” to 
John H. Van Pelt, one of Mr. Comstock’s de- 
tectives. Scarcely had the sale been made before 
Mr. Comstock, aided by the Police, made a descent 
on Austin’s shop, at No. 206 Division-street, arrested 
the proprietor, and seized the sheet bea ing the 
numbers chosen by customers. Austin made no 
defense, and the jury promptly found him guilty. 
In the absence of his counsel the accused was re- 
manded for sentence. He was taken to the Tombs 
handcuffed to a coatless Italian prisoner indicted 
for using the knife too freely. As he walked 
through Centre-street. on his way to prison, the 
fallen temperance orator and Lente fy er, de- 
serted by his friends, sought to conceal his features 
with his handkerchief, and compiainea bitterly of 
the indignity to which he was subjected by being 
manacled to a common prisoner,

The:increase to 50 on the second ballot of 
the vote for Mr. WHEELER asa candidate 
for Mr. CoNKLING’s place was the chief 
feature of the balloting for Senators yester- 
day. There were 155 members present and 
voting, and on the first ballot 52 Democrats 
had voted for Mr. Jacoss as their candidate 
for theshort term. ButasJacoss is disqual- 
ified under the State Constitution from being 
elected to the “United States Senate while 
serving as a member of the Legislature, and 
as all the Democratic votes cast for him 
might be declared void by the presiding 
officer of the joint convention, his support- 
ers were, by the increase of the Wheeler 
vote,. suddenly confronted with the 
possibility of a Republican being declared 
elected who had obtained a majority of the 
votes other than those cast for Jacops. That 
is to say, were Mr. WHEELER’S vote to rise 
to 52 he might be found to have secured a 
majority of the 103 votes cast for candidates 
recognized .by the Constitution.

The caucus, when 
called, selected Mr. CLarxson N. Porrer 
as the Democratic candidate for the short 
germ. 





: The right of a State in its Constitution to 
prescribe the qualifications of a United 
States Senator has not been sustained by the 
Supreme Court, so that had the Lieutenant-

It will take a good 
deal of this sort of soothing syrup to 
bring repose to the gang over whose 
heads indictments are impending. Nobody 
knows better than they that the Government 
needs only twelve honest men in the jury 
box to send them to prison, and no one can 
be better informed than the conductors of 
the Brady organ as to the amplitude and 
strength of the evidence which the Govern- 
ment is, at any moment, ready to offer 
against Brapy and his coadjutors. 


Any person desirous of examining one of 
the sample rascalities of official manipula- 
tion may study with profit the mutations of 
the post route between Memphis, Vicksburg, 
and Greenville, Tenn., as detailed in our 
Washington dispatches. This was one 
of the famous star routes. Its con- 
tractor was a prime favorite under 
the Brady régime. The service began 
in January, 1879, and from __ that 
time until March, 1881, there were fourteen 
changes, each being designed to fill up the 
coffers of the contractor. Putting aside all 
details, the rate of compensation was made 
to increase thus: $31,500, $36,308, $44,845, 
$51,845, $58,386, $59,924, $71,274, $84,274, 
$94,274. This represents the gradual ex- 
pansion of one branch of one man’s 
“‘service,’’ but not all of the changes which 
his relations to the Post Office Department 
underwent. It was a case in which it seems 
as if Brapy had ordered changes at his own 
sweet will for the mere purpose of involving 
the original contract in difficulties so in- 
numerable and intricate that no man could 
get at the bottom facts. But the facts and 
figures have been patiently fished out by a 
special commission, and the whole bewilder- 
ing network of fraud has been brushed aside 
by a discontinuance of the service. 


Senator Forster has taken up the cham- 
Ptonship of the Railroad Commission bill in 
the Senate, and began an exhaustive speech 
on the subject yesterday, which was inter- 
rupted by the joint convention, and will 
probably be continued to-day. He found 
little material for argument in the adverse 
report of the committee, which was too 
flimsy to serve asthe target for any sus- 
tained attack. One of the boldest misrep- 
resentations of Mr. WaGNER and his as- 
sociates was contained in the statement 
that the public sentiment of the State was 
opposed to the bill. Mr. Forster showed 
that a considerably larger proportion of its 
supporters in last year’s Assembly than of 
its opponents were returned this year. He 
found another indication of public senti- 
ment in the fact that the chief objection 
brought against Mr. DEPEW as a candidate 
for the Senate was a doubt as to whether 
he was in sympathy with the principle of 
the bill. In reality, the fact that as 
counsel for a railroad company he has been 
against it is the only objection of any 
weight brought against him, and nobody 
doubts that a record in favor of that princi- 
ple would be a great help to any candidate 
just now. Still more significant than the 
objection to Mr. Depew is the attempt of 
Mr. CONKLING to pose as an ‘“‘ anti-monop- 
oly’’ candidate and secure the benefit of a 
public sentiment the existence of which is 
perfectly weil known. Mr. ConxkLING’s 
pretense is too transparent, and as a candi- 
date he carries too much weight, but the 
recognition of the sentiment is no less 
significant. 


THE CONKLING PROGRAMME. 


A report has recently been sent from Al- 
bany that ex-Senator ConKLiNnG had under- 
gone an attack of common’sense and patri- 
otism and was preparing to allow an election 
of Senators to the places which he and his 
colleague had given away. It was said that 
he had become convinced that the Republi- 
can Party was entitled to the control of the 
Senate, that he could not hope individually 
to dictate the course of the party, and that, 
therefore, he was intending to make a 
virtue of necessity, and get out of 
the way. The reported attitude of 
Mr. CoNKLING was so creditable to 
him that those who have admired 
his strong qualities and deplored his errors, 
were glad to believe it. Men said of him 
that he was very haughty and headstrong, 
but that at heart he was a true Republican; 
that he had been misled by bad advisers, 
and had persisted in the fight so Jong only 
because of his indomitable spirit which 
could not brook defeat, but that now he be- 
gan to see how great a wrong he was doing 
the party which had so generously sustained 
him, and was willing to do all he could to 
repair that wrong. It is not to be doubted 
that had the report turned out to be true 
there would have been some chance of a 
political future for Mr. Conxiine. Party 
feeling is very strong, and a manly act of 
unselfish devotion on his part would, even if 
tardy, have gone far to keep awake and 
warm in the hearts of New-York Republi- 
cans the attachment to their Senator, from 
which he has already gathered such high 
honors. 

Unfortunately, the report was not true. 
It had no foundation except in the feeling 
that it ought to be true, and in the wish 
among many of Mr. ConxLtna’s supporters 
that it might be true. At the conference of 
the Conkling members of the Legislature on 
Tuesday night the ex-Senator took the 
trouble to prove the folly of expecting any 
reasonableness or loyalty on his part or any 
course other than an obstinate, desperate, 
selfish pursuit of his immediate purpose—a 
re-election or an adjournment. He made 
a@ long speech to his followers, which 
was at once defiant and cringing, defiant 
toward those who have hoped that he would 
get out of the manger, and cringing toward 
those on whom he must depend to carry out 
his plans. Of course, it was only on “ re- 
peated request” and after ‘‘much entreaty”’ 
that he consented to appear in the confer- 
ence and to talk. Mr. Conxiine plays his 
part well to the last, and will not lay off the 
heroic air even though the meagreness of his 
audience and the helplessness of his position 
make the heroic ridiculous. To the couple 
of dozen of stolid adherents who were pres- 
ent Mr. Conxiine uttered no word that 
could be construed as consenting to the elec- 
tion of any one but himself. On the con- 
trary, he urged all to be steadtast, and 
warned them that if they gave way they 
must expect to be denounced as having been 
bribed. He represented his own fight as one 
It was 
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wealth, but more especially was it difficult 
to do so when the miilions were unscrupu- 
lously used by corrupt agents.”’ But he had 
entered the contest and he would continue it 
to the end. 

After this declaration of implacable war, 
Mr. ConxKLinG turned his attention to the 
question of railway monopolies, and made 
an elaborate and impudent appeal for sup- 
port as the champion of the people against 
the corporations. The power of the corpo- 
rations had grown immensely in the United 
States, and it was mostly to be feared when 
it undertook to debauch sworn legislators. 
This last feature of the situation troubled 
the Senator greatly. If this state of things 
were to go on, where would the party be? 
What guarantee would the people have that 
the Republican Party, which saved the Union 
and emancipated the slaves, was honestly 
endeavoring to benefit the entire people? 
Where can the citizens of the State of New- 
York find a party to fight their bat- 
tles against corporate monopolies {and 
against bribery and corruption in Al- 
bany or elsewhere? These questions 
were very suggestive. The eloquent ex- 
Senator left them ‘‘to be answered by all 
who heard him as they might consider 
right.’’ As all who heard him were his fol- 
lowers, blind and deaf to everything but his 
interests and commands, there was hardly 
much doubt in the ex-Senator’s mind as to 
what the answer would be. It would be pre- 
cisely what he intended that it should be, 
that the only safety for the people lay in Mr. 
CoNKLING’s presence ir the United States 
Senate. 


The people, however, do not see it in this 
light. They ask themselves if Mr. Conr- 
LING’s presence in the Senate be so neces- 
sary to their security, and if he thinks so 
highly of that security, why did he not stay 
there? If, having been there, with a com- 
mission for four years, with a Republican 
majority at his side, with a prestige still po- 
tent for all legitimate ends, he chose to 
throw up his commission, to destroy the 
Republican majority, to surrender his per- 
sonal prestige, what would be the sense 
in sending him back? What guarantee,” 
to use his own language, ‘‘ would the peo- 
ple have that’’ he ‘‘ would honestly endeavor 
to benefit the entire people?’ Personal 
pique, ambition, revenge have caused him 
at a most critical moment to abandon his 
post, to betray his party, to surrender the 
Senate to the Democrats, and to throw con- 
fusion in the Republican ranks throughout 
the country. Is such an act the proper basis 
of confidence for the future? The preten- 
sion that he is a safe leader against corporate 
monopolies, or a trustworthy agent in any 
great public work, after such a scandalous 
betrayal of trust, is absurdly impudent. Mr. 
CoNKLING’S, latest manifesto shows that he is 
as blind to duty as ever, and it shows, also, 
the supreme duty of the Legislature to pro- 
ceed to a real effort to elect his successor. 
The delay and temporizing and irresolution 
of his opponents only increase his obstinacy. 
They cannot be continued without arousing 
a disgust in the public mind which will com- 
plete the work of demoralization in the Re- 
publican party which his course has begun. 





TAXING BUSINESS OPERATIONS. 


The bill providing for a special tax on the 
sales of brokers in securities, corporate 
stocks, petroleum, cotton, pork, grain, and 
flour is still pending in the Senate. Al- 
though the opposition from the interests 
affected does not appear to have been brought 
to bear very strenuously at Albany, there 
are plenty of indications of dissatisfac- 
tion with the proposed tax. It is said 
that although the tax—two cents on a 
hundred dollars of the gross amount of 
sales—seems to be small, it would yield some 
five or six millions of dollars if the volume 
of sales were to be maintained under it. 
It is also stated that it would amount in 
many cases to as much as the present com- 
mission of the brokers. It is furthermore 
declared that the mode of collection by 
stamps would increase rather than mitigate 
the objection to the tax, as it would involve 
extra trouble and clerical service. Insinua- 
tions. have been thrown out that the bill was 
a ‘‘strike’’ at the brokers, the intention being 
to invite a purchase of its defeat. Any 
such suspicion as to the purpose of the bill 
is rendered ridiculous by the fact that it was 
prepared by the Governor’s commission as 
a part of the scheme for raising an adequate 
State revenue without drawing upon the 
proceeds of the local assessment of real and 
personal property. ‘There can be no doubt 
of the integrity of the motives and aims of 
the commission, but it has no claim to in- 
fallibility in judgment. 

Any tax on sales is certainly objection- 
able. It is a mode of raising revenue which 
has been discarded by most civilized coun- 
tries. The proper “fund from which taxes 
are to be drawn is made up of the realized 
product of industrial and commercial op- 
erations. The method of levying upon 
that fund should be devised with a 
view to general equity and the least 
possible interference with the processes 
by which itis accumulated. To lay a tax 
directly upon those processes, thereby ham- 
pering their operation and lessening their 
product, is manifestly inexpedient. It has 
a tendency to diminish the fund from which 
all taxes must be paid. A policy of this 
kind is particularly bad for a State situated 
as New-York is. If the tax were 
laid by the general Government it 
would fall upon the business of the whole 
country alike, and while it would be unjust 
in so far as it made no discrimination 
between profitable and unprofitable sales, it 
would place no community at a disadvan- 
tage in comparison with another. This is 
supposing that it was laid upon sales of all 
kinds. But if this State lays such a tax it 
raises a discrimination against the husiness of 
its own citizens and voluntarily places itself 
at a disadvantage with other States. It can 
do this and retain the full volume of its busi- 
ness and its wealth-producing capacity only 
in case it has advantages of other kinds 
which overbalance the disadvantage of the 
tax. The fact is that the people of this 
State, and especially of this City, are in 
danger of having all their natural ad- 
vantages for profitable commerce counter- 
balanced by short-sighted legislation- and 
bad administration. They cannot afford to 
have any new burdens placed upon business 
which can be avoided. There is a sharp 
competition between the leading cities of 
the North-eastern States for business of 
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nearly every kind involving the processes of 
exchange of commodities and securities. A 
very slight obstacle may make a material 
difference in the direction and volume of the 
different currents. No doubt much spec- 
ulation is carried on through brokers, 
but the legitimate sales made by them have 
also a large volume. It is a kind of busi- 
ness that can be easily transferred, but which 
should not be thoughtlessly driven away. 
Our system of taxation should be devised 
with reference to raising needed revenue 
with as little burden and vexation to the 
people as possible, and it certainly should 
not be calculated for the benefit of Phila- 
delphia or Jersey City at our expense. 

While a tax on sales inthis State would 
be bad policy, inasmuch as it would place 
its business at a disadvantage in competing 
with other States, a tax on a particular class 
of sales or sales of certain commodities 
would be unjust on account of the discrimi- 
nation involved. There is no more rea- 
son for taxing sales by brokers than 
sales on commission or sales by jobbers, 
or for taxing sales of cotton and corn 
than sales of dry goods and sugar. The bill 
under consideration was framed with too 
much thought for a State revenue and too 
little regard for the effect to be produced on 
business. It may as well be set down as an 
axiom that taxing the operations of business 
is bad policy. Payment must of necessity 
be made out of the product of these 
operations, and it should be drawn 
from citizens as nearly as possible in 
proportion to their possession of the realized 
product. The number, size, or volume of 
transactions, some of which are profitable 
and some not, and the profitableness of 
which as a whole is infinitely varied, can 
evidently form no measure whatever of such 
possession. The selling of commodities or 
of representatives of value, whether by 
merchants or by brokers, ought no 
more to be taxed than the mannufac- 
turing of cloth or the raising of wheat. 
The entire community is engaged in pro- 
ducing wealth by the myriad processes of 
industry and trade. It should be hindered 
in this as little as possible by taxation, and 
the policy of the State should be to promote, 
and not to check, this production. Wealth 
after it is produced must pay the tax, and 
it should be levied so as to draw upon ability 
to pay as equitably as may be. Citizens 
should be taxed as possessors rather than as 
producers. 


TWIN SWINDLES. 


A beautiful example of what may be called 
a combination grab at the Treasury has late- 
ly been shown on the lower portion of the 
Mississippi River. The late Congress ap- 
propriated $10,000 for the ‘‘improvement 
of L’Anguille River,’’ which is a small 
bayou emptying into the St. Francis. The 
reader may with difficulty find the St. 
Francis. Itisasmall stream in Arkansas 
emptying into the Mississippi, not far below 
Memphis. The other stream he will not find 
onany map. It is in the River and Har- 
bor Appropriation bill, however, where 
it cost the United States Treasury ten thou- 
sand dollars. For the ‘‘improvement’’ of 
L’Anguille River nobody really asked or ex- 
pected one cent. There is almost no pop- 
ulation on the river, the only village along 
its banks containing just about 300 people. 
Nevertheless, some person who is presum- 
ably in Congress obtained the appropriation; 
and, when the River and Harbor bill was 
passed by the vote of a combination of 
simpletons and rogues, the Government was 
directed to spend $10,000 to ‘‘ improve’’ 
this useless bit of bayou. 


In the city of Memphis, Tenn., there is a 
steam-boat company known as the Memphis 
and §t. Francis River Packet Company, a 
corporation owned by and run in the inter- 
est of local merchants. This company owns 
a steam-boat which, when not otherwise en- 
gaged, is employed in hauling out the cot- 
tonwood stumps and snags which render 
L’Anguille River unnavigable to the ordi- 
nary. class of steam-boats. Between the 
mouth of the bayou (which will not be 
found on any map) and its source there 
are probably one million of snags, the 
removal of which would occupy the boat 
of the Memphis and St. Francis River 
Packet Company about fifty years. A local 
authority describes this operation as ‘‘ fool- 
ing at alot of little cottonwood saplings.’’ 
But we prefer to designate the work as one 
which is designed to develop the resources 
of the South by improving its magnificent 
water-ways. For the service rendered, as 
hereinbefore mentioned, the Memphis and 
St. Francis River Packet Company received 
from our paternal Government $10,000. 


Obviously, however, no intelligent and 
well-managed steam transportation company 
could alone subsist on a river and harbor ap- 
propriation, handsome though this annual 
theft may be. To employ the leisure hours 
of the Memphis and St. Francis River Packet 
Company’s boat and the boat’s crew there 
was added to Mr. Taémas J. Brapy’s ad- 
mirable postal star route system a contract 
for carrying a mail from Memphis down the 
Mississippi and up the St. Francis to the 
mouth of the bayou in which the Memphis and 
St. Francis River Packet Company’s packet 
war ‘‘fooling at alot of little cottonwood 
saplings,’’ as aforesaid. To be sure, the 
locality reached in this roundabout way was 
already supplied with direct railroad com- 
munications, and the steam-boat service was 
wholly superfluous. But, as Mr. Tomas 
J. Brapy would eloquently say, the re- 
sources of the country must be developed 
and industry must be encouraged. Accord- 
ingly, the Memphis and St. Francis River 
Packet Company were paid $13,500 per 
annum for transporting the mails down the 
river and up a creek, in a space of time 
which was about five times as long as that 
required by the sloavest railroad train that 
ever traveled. 


Here, then, was a steam-boat company 
paid $10,000 a year for fooling around a 
thicket of cottonwood snags in an unknown 
bayou, and $13,500 for carrying the mails 
where nobody wanted them to be carried. 
No mortal man has any honest interest in 
the removal of the cottonwood saplings 
from the bayou L’Anguille. But the 
Government of the United States has 
been cheated into paying. $10,000 for 
this useless work. Any honest con- 
tractor will be able to make money by 
supplying the mails as often as demanded 
to the people along the St. Francis River for 
$2,000 per annum. A bid for that service 
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at that rate is nowin the Post Office De 
partment. Therefore, the Government has 
been defrauded (aliowing $2,000 for the mail 
service) of $21,500 for the benefit of the 
Memphis and St. Francis River Packet 
Company. ~The mail service has been 
withdrawn, and the company’s steam-boat 
is laid up in ordinary. 

There is indignation along St. Francis 
Creek and bayou L’Anguille. The mud- 
turtles, eels, and the cat-fish of that watery 
region have resolved that the withdrawal of 
the star route mail service is an outrage which 
no community can tolerate. Correspond- 
ence and remonstrance emanating from the 
cottonwoods and lonely wildernesses of the 
St. Francis have already appeared in the 
Memphis papers. It will be made to appear 
that an indignant population is congregated 
along the lonely bayous where naught is heard 
but the croak of the bull-frog, the boom of 
the bittern, and the occasional and resound- 
ing cough of the Memphis and St. Francis 
River Packet Company’s steam-boat. Con- 
gress will be memorialized upon the subject, 
and the few ague-smitten inhabitants of 
the region will be represented by the Repre- 
sentative of the district as being unjustly 
deprived of facilities for intellectual and 
moral intercourse (by steam-boat) with the 
rest of mankind. For this is the way that 
the River and Harbor bill and the star route 
service ministers to the necessities of our 
fellow-citizens. 





THE MORGAN MYTH. 


As was anriounced in THe Times yester- 
day, the remains of ‘‘ Wrn~ram MorGan”’ 
have just been discovered in a quarry a few 
miles from Batavia. It is now nearly twenty 
years since any of ‘‘ Morean’s’’ bodies have 
been found, or since any trustworthy wit- 
ness has seen and conversed with that mys- 
terious person. This cessation of Morgan- 
atic discoveries was doubtless due to the 
civil war and its immediate political conse- 
quences, with which the public mind was 
for a long period so closely occupied as to 
leave no room for the cultivation of the 
Morgan myth. Now that the dull times of 
peace are with us, it is only natural that 
people should remember MorGan, and that 
the discovery of his remains should once 
more become a frequent event. 


The persistence of this Morgan myth shows 
how hard it is to thoroughly uproot an an- 
cient and wide-spread superstition. In spite 
of facts that ought to be conclusive to 
every intelligent man, there are still many 
persons who beliéve in ‘‘ Morean,”’ and in- 
sist that he was a real man, living and get- 
ting drunk in historic times. Of course, 
there never was any such man, and we 
might as well expect to find the body of 
Prometheus, with a party of vultures in the 
act of devouring his inexhaustible liver as 
to expect to find any palpable bones belong- 
ing to the alleged ‘‘ Wintram Moraan.”’ 
The very evidence—if we may dignify a 
series of incoherent legends with the term 
evidence—relied upon to prove the historic 
character of the ‘“‘ Morgan’’ myth by those 
who believe it, is sufficient to prove that the 
story of ‘‘ MorGAN’”’ isas purely mythical as 
that of any of the Greek divinities, 


Most of these legends agree in asserting 
that in the year 1826 a man named “‘ WILLIAM 
Morean”’ resided in Batavia, in this State, 
where he was preparing to expose the secrets 
of Freemasonry. He is variously reputed 
to have been a tailor, and a stone-mason, or 
builder, and, also, to have been an estimable 
and drunken citizen. Early in September 
he disappeared, and the legend assures us 
that he was killed by the Freemasons. 


As to the exact method of his death there 
are various stories. A man is said to have 
confessed that he helped certain other men 
to carry Morean to Fort Niagara and to 
drown him in the lake. The body of Mor- 
GAN was afterward discovered on the shore 
of the lake and fully identified by Mrs. Mor- 
GAN as her late husband, and by one Mrs. 
Monroxr as her own private husband, by 
name TrmoTHy Monroz. MorGan was 
afterward met in Canada by several persons 
who knew him, and he seemed to be in un- 
usually vigorous health for a man who had 
been drowned and buried, and whose body 
had been proved to be that of two different 
men. While living in Canada, Morean was 
also seen in Mexico, and the fact that he was 
living in two places at the same time, and 
these two as widely separated as Canada and 
Mexico, gave him no perceptible uneasiness, 
To mention ali the places in which MorGan 
has been seen since his murder at Fort Ni- 
agara, and to enumerate all the bodies be- 
longing to him which have been found dur- 
ing the last fifty-five years, would occupy too 
much space. It is sufficient to say, that ac- 
cording tothe popular account he was as in- 
destructible as Prometheus, and possessed 
asmany bodies as a popular Roman Catholic 
saint. 

The incoherence and;inconsistencies of the 
Morgan myth demonstrate its fictitious 
character. The assertion that he was about 
to reveal the secrets of Freemasonry is 
absurd, when we remember that dozens of 
men have tried to reveal these secrets, but 
could find none to reveal. The book pub- 
lished under MorGan’s name as his threat- 
ened revelation is simply a reprint of a book 
entitled ‘‘ Jachin and Boaz,’”’ and published 
in London in 1812. Howcould he have 
lived in half a dozen places at the same 
time after he had been drowned in Niagara 
River, and how could his body have been 
discovered so often and in so many different 
localities? The whole story is utterly incred- 
ible, and totally refutes itself. 


To the philosophic mind the origin and 
nature of the Morgan myth are perfectly 
clear. ‘‘Morgan”’ is simply a personification 
of the sun. He isa tailor, for it is the sun 
which clothes the earth with vegetation, by 
means of warmth and light. He is repre- 
sented as shedding light upon the dark 
places of Freemasonry, and as being hated 
by the evil spirits, who love darkness rather 
than light. He first comes to the knowledge 
of men, or, in other words, rises in Batavia, 
and is said to have been taken westward and 
drowned in the lake, which is unquestion- 
ably only another way of describing the 
daily course of the sun, which, to an in- 
habitant of Batavia, seems to set in the 
waters of Lake Ontario. It is possible 
that in the later history of Moraan, the 
sun myth and the myth of Prome- 
theus have been confounded. Thus we 
may explain the constant. reappearance 
of Morean, as the daily return of the sun, 
or we mav assume that the story of the con- 


stant discovery of his inexhaustible remains 
is a reminiscence of the story of Promethe- 
us, who, asa penalty for bringing fire—or 
light—to men, was perpetually devoured by 
vultures, his body renewing itself as fast as 
it was devoured. In either case, it is evi- 
dent that Morean is purely mythical, and 
his story dates back, not merely to the year 
1826, but to the prehistoric days, when most 
of the leading Aryan myths originated. The 
germ of the Morgan myth is probably to be 
found among the legends of Freemasonry, 
and this fact has led to the supposed con- 
nection between the pretended death of 
Morean and the harmless fraternity of 
Freemasons. 


The effort now making to erect a monu- 
ment in honor of Moraan is merely a sur- 
vival of the ancient custom mentioned by 
the Hebrew prophets as ‘‘mourning for 
Tammuz.’’ Within the memory of men 
now living, MorGan was publicly mourned 
for by ignorant persons who believed the 
Morganatic legend, and by clever politicians 
who were equally ready to do honor to Mor- 
GAN or to the Church of Rome, in order to 
advance their political interests. The cus- 
tom will survive for many years to come, 
and bodies of Morean will be found all 
over the land, but it is now too late to in- 
duce any true philosopher to believe that 
** WILLIAM MorGAn’”’ was ever a living and 
palpable man. 


That schism in the Nihilist body to which 
allthinking Russians have long looked as their 
only hope of peace appears to have begun at last. 
A new Nihilist journal, the Black Division, has 
arisen in opposition to the Will of the People, and 
anonymous letters supposed to emanate from its 
Managers have assured the Czar and his chief 
officers that the death sentence passed upon them 
by the Nihilist committee will not be executed. It 
would seem, however, that all these comforting 
assurances have not emboldened the Government 
to relax its precautions. Two hundred soldiers 
have reinforced the guard at Peterhof, the Czar’s 
Summer residence, and all the officials employed 
upon the 16 miles of rail connecting it with St. 
Petersburg have been photographed in order to 
facilitate the detection of Nihilist emissaries. Were 
Gen. Loris MerrxorrF still in power, such a split in 
the enemy’s camp might be turned to good ac- 
count, a result, however, which can hardly be 
hoped for under men like his successors.

** What shall we go outand kill?” tnat pithy 
sentence, so often repeated, does more or less 
actuate many a sportsman when he takes 
gun or rod. Streams are depleted of trout 
by fishermen, not because the fish are wanted 
to be eaten, but simply for the purpose of 
killing them. Birds are shot by the thousands, 
not for food, but for the sole purpose of try- 
ing a gun or estimating the hunting qualities of a 
dog. It seems to us that associations of sportsmen 
which have for their principal object the pres- 
ervation of game defeat the end they have 
in view by making pigeon-shooting one 
of the most conspicuous features at their 
gatherings; asa contest of skill it may bring 
in prominence certain individuals, but amid such 
general and indiscriminate slaughter the lesson 
it teaches all who are outside of the perform- 
ers themselves is to shoot just whatever they 
come across. Its invites thousands to take their 
guns, to go out in the fields, and to blaze away at 
everything on wings which crosses their path. As 
to the questionable morality of the amusement 
because it engenders an utter indifference. of ani- 
mal life, Mr. BEren may rest assured that thereare 
a great many sportsmen in the United States who 
would like to have every pigeon-trap in the country 
destroyed, and though of stout heart absolutely 
sicken over the needless slaughter of the inno- 
cents. Weridiculein the United States the Eng- 
lish battue. It is not sport, we say, but only 
slaughter. Such journals as are publishedin this 
country on shooting and fishing topics are not spar- 
ing in their contemptuous remarks of the battues. 
There may be greater skill necessary in stopping a 

lue-rock thrown from a trap at thirty yards distance 
than in mashing a pheasant hardly three feet from 
the muzzle of the breech-loader, but neither of 
these performances is deprived of a certain fixed 
amount of cruelty, and the more highly edu- 
cated are the performers in such slaughter- 
ings the greater the ratio of wanton cruel- 
ty. We all decry those brutal performances 
the bull-fights of Spain, which perpetuated the 
horrible sports of the Roman arena. It is to Spain 
that pigeon-shooters must look for support, for it 
was in Spain more than two centuries ago that 
pigeon-shooting, that indiscriminete killing of birds 
for pleasure alone, was commenced, To-day the 
blasé gentlemen sportsmen of Europe congregate 
only at Monaco, for no other place would harbor 
them, and there hecatombs of pigeons, sprung from 
traps, are murdered. Those, however, who bear de- 
cent names seem to be chary of recognition, for, 
with gun in hand, they shoot under an alias. A 
gentleman ought never to be ashamed of what he 
does. We believe that public opinion at home and 
in England is opposed to pigeon-shooting. Why 
destroy life when a glass ball sprung from atrap 
will give all the practice necessary in order to be- 
come a crack shot?

There died, on Saturday last, at Crawfords- 
ville, Ind., in the person of the Hon. Henry S. Lane, 
aman who did much to establish the Republican 
Party, and who was an able leader of it atatime 
when it needed men who, like him, could impress 
forcibly on the masses the righteousness and the 
need of its aggressive warfare against human bond- 
age. Mr. Lane was born in Montgomery County, 
Ky., on Feb. 24, 1811, and was consequently in his 
seventy-first year at the time of his death. He 
was brought up on a farm, and went to school 
until he was 16 years old. Two years more were 
consumed by him in private preparatory study. At 
the end of that period he began the study of the 
law in the office of Col. SuppuTH, and he was ad- 
mitted tothe Bar about the time he attained his 
majority. His political career began in 1837, when 
he was elected to the lower house of the Indiana 
State Legislature. Three years later, in the famous 
Harrison “‘ hard cider’? campaign, he leaped at 
once into the foremost rank asa political orator, 
although such men as RicHard W. THOMPSON, 
CaLes B. Smiru, Grorce H. Prortt, Josepy LitTTLE 
Wuitr, and Georce G. Dunn—all effective on 
“the stump”’—were actively engaged in the 
canvass, and fairly deluged the State with 
the flood of their oratory. To _ shine 
in such company was certainly creditable, 
and Mr. Lane fairly earned the laurels 
which were showered on himand the success he 
met with in running for Congress that year. His 
opponent was Epwarp A. HANNEGAN, who was 
United States Senator in 1843, and was subse- 
quently appointed Minister to Prussia. In the Con- 
gress of 1841 Mr. LANE spoke once very effectively. 
The Democrats in their desperation—somehow or 
other they are always desperate about something— 
opposed the paying to President Harrison’s widow 
of the salary of his full term. Mr. Lanes, though 
not chosen to make the set speech in favor of the 
proposition, was drawn into the discussion by some 
remarks made in opposition to the measure, and he 
delivered an extemporaneous address of about 
half an hour’s duration which not only amazed and 
delighted his auditors but did much toward cre- 
ating the sentiment which brought about the pas- 
sage of the bill. He was re-elected to Congress in 
1842, and was a useful member during both 
terms, although he took little part in 
the debates of the House. He stumped 
Indiana in 1844 for Henry Cray, who was his 
ideal, and whose defeat put a check to. Mr. Lanz’s 
political career for sixteen years. Mr. Lane was 
called from his retirement by the breaking out of 
the Mexican war. He then organized a company 
of volunteers, which formed part of the First In- 
diana Regiment, and became Lieutenant-Colonel. 
The regiment was, however, never given an op- 
portunity to do service in the field. Subsequently, 
Mr. Lanz made a few speeches for TaYtor in 1848, 
for Scorr in 1852, and for the People’s—the fore- 
runner of the Republican—Party in 1854. It was 
during the last-named year that Mr. Lang em- 
ployed a figure of speech which has been frequent- 
ly made use of since. Reterring to the Democracy, 





which, it had been said, was “ looking up,” he re- | 
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marked: “Gooa Lora! the thing is flat ox its 
back, and it’s got to look up.” 
+ rr 

One result of the election of 1854 was to put 
the Democrats of Indians in a minority on a joint 
ballot of the Legislature, although they controlled 
the upper house. Ex-Judge JonN Pettir was then 
filling a vacancy in the United States Senate caused 
by the non-expiration of the term of ex-Gov. 
Wartcoms. Every prominent Indiana Whig, ex- 
cept ScHurieR CoLrax, wished JosepH G. Mar- 
BHALL to replace Pettit. The Democrats, how- 
ever, contrived to beat off the election, and Mar- 
SHALL soon after died, leaving Mr. Lane as the 
head of the Republican Party in Indiana, which 
position he retained until the breaking out of the 
civil war. In 1857 the Democrats got a majority of 
the Legislature on joint ballot, although the Re 
publicans held the Senate. Without consulting the 
latter body the Democrats held a quasi conventiou 
and elected Messrs. Brient and Fircr as Federal 
Senators. In 1859 the Republicans, who had re- 
gained the mastery of both houses, elected Mr. 
LANE and Monroe McCarty as Senators to dis: 
place those chosen in the informal election twa 
years before. Of course a pro-slavery Senate re. 
fused to seat them. At the first National Repub 
lican Convention Mr. Lanz won a national reputa- 
tion by a thoroughly characteristic speech, which 
was quoted and referred to all over the country, 
He was made permanent Chairman on June 17, 
1856, of the Philadelphia Convention, which put in 
nomination Messrs. Fremont and Dayton. Nearly 
four years afterward, when the decisive struggle 
drew nigh between the adherents and the oppo- 
nents of the extension of slavery, and when, asin 
later years, the result of the election in the State of 
Indiana was to be a very important factor in the na- 
tional contest, the Republicans chose as their stand- 
ard-bearers Mr. Lanse and Ontver P. Morton, the 
former as the candidate for Governor and the lat 
ter for Lieutenant-Governor. No better choice 
was ever made at acritical time by anv political 
party. Their triumphant election put Indianain the 
foremost rank among Republican States and kept 
her there, with few vicissitudes, for fourteen years. 
Mr. LANE was inaugurated Governor of Indiana on 
Jan. 14, 1861. Two days later, in accordance witb 
the popular expectation, he was chosen United 
States Senatorin the place of Mr. Frren, and Mr, 
Morton was thus made the chief Executive of the 
State of Indiana. In the light of subsequent 
events, that resignation alone, in favor of sucha 
successor, was an act entitling the person doing it 
to historic remembrance. At the Chicago Conven- 
tion of 1860 Mr. Lane did effective work in aid of 
Mr. Lrxcotn. In the United States Senate he did 
not make much of a mark, owing to his lack of 
ability as a debater. He served creditably, how: 
ever, on the Committees on Military Affairs and on 
Pensions, and was Chairman of the latter. After 
the expiration of his term as Senator he wag 
appointed by President Grant as one of the Indian 
Peace Commissioners. Asan orator, Mr. LANE 0c 
cupied a peculiar: place. He spoke up to his sub 
ject and to his audience. He never made an ad: 
dress for the purpose of having it read well in 
print, and his speeches lost much of their powet 
when displayed through the medium of type, ink, 
and paper. But he could sway an audience at will, 
and could always amuse and interest even his bit- 
terest opponents. His ambition was singularly 
pure. The welfare of his adopted State, and of tha 
Nation—one with him—was ever near his heart, 
and there be many who have won high renown for 
patriotism and fidelity to their country’s truest in- 
terests who did not deserve a tithe of the fame 
which Mr. Lane justly deserved.

VARIOUS MEASURES UNDER CON. 
SIDERATION. 

A REPORT ON THE NEW CAPITOL—AGRICUL- 
TURAL EXPERIMENTS—THE FIFTH-AYE- 
NUE PAVING JOB KILLED—A SPEECH BY 
SENATOR FORSTER ON THE RAILROAD 
COMMISSION BILL: — THE GOVERNOR’S 
VETO POWER. 

ALBaNYy, June 22.—The Assembly trans- 
aeted considerable u.<cellaneous business to- 
day, but passed very few bills. The proceed- 

Ings were rendex«. interesting at the outset 

by Mr. Sisson, from the Committee on Inter- 

nal Affairs, who reported favorably the bill 
appropriating $500,000 ‘for work on 
the exterior walls’ of the new Capi- 
toL The new Capitol fs an eyesore, 
and a costly one, to the people, 
and as the bill was made the special order of 
business for to-morrow morning, a lively de- 
bate is likely to be had on the measure. As 
500n as this bil] was out of the way the Govern- 
or sent in a voluminous veto Message, stating 
his objection to one of the numerous bills to 
amend the Game laws, by providing and regu- 
lating the methods of punishment for their in- 
fraction. This was of interest chiefly to a few 
of the agricultural members. Mr. Skinner 
next asked and obtained unanimous consent 
to introduce a billin relation to the State Ex- 
perimental Agricultural Station, provided for 
by an act passed in 1880, and which appro- 
priated $40,000 for the purpose. That act pro- 
vided that $20,000 might be expended last year 
and $20,000 this year. Itissaid that the quota 
of the money set apart for last year has not 
been touched yet, but such an unheard of case 
of neglect on the part of the ever-hungry 
trowd who like to spend the public 
money is not believed. Ateach of his pre- 
vious attempts to introduce this amendatory 

‘bill, Mr. Skinner has met opposition. To-day 

‘the was not opposed, and the bill was at once 

orderad toa third reading. I1t is intended to 


define the public status of the Board of Con- 
trol of this ‘‘ experimental” institution, as the 
bill of last year leaves the matter in doubt 
whether the board is a private corporation or 
p State body. Enemies of the measure say 
that the defect in the bill of last year was the 
reason why the money has not already been 
drawn from the State Treasury and experi- 
mented with and expended, and that if this 
amendatory bill is passed the $40,000 will soon 
find its way into the hands of the barn-yard 
and ‘corn-field scientists. 

The great feature of the morning’s legislative 
work, however, was the killing of the bill for 
the repavement of Fifth-avenue, in New- 
York City. Mr. Hayes called from the table 
the motion to reconsider the vote by which, on 
Saturday last, the bill was lost, and the mo- 
tion was carried. Without one word of de- 
bate the little $400,000 job was again put on 
its final passage. While the roi] was being 
called there was a good deal of “ log-rolling” 
indulged in, put when the last man had been 
coaxed in the result was announced as 59 
veas to 46 nays. The bill was defeated 
by failing to receive six more votes in its 
favor, so that it will be seen that the people 
have had a narrow escape. It was only the 
Constitution that intervened to prevent the 
passage of the bill, and not the good sense and 
nection of a majority of the members, It is 
now dead beyond any parliamentary possibil- 
ity of resuscitation at this session. 

The bill reported by the Tax ‘Commission 
providing for the levying of a tax of 1 per 
cent. on trust mortgages and 5 percent. on 
collateral inheritances, was passed by a vote 
of 79 yeasto 15 nays. Messrs, Dayton and 
Spinola, of New-York, spoke briefly against 
the bill while explaining their votes on its 
final passage, but otherwise it encountered no 
opposition. 

Mr. Potter, of Saratoga, a few minutes be- 
fore noon moved to lay aside all orders of busi- 
ness down to the order of resolutions, to permit 
the introduction of a concurrent resolution 
providing that when the Legislature adjourns 
on Saturday next it adjourn to meet at the 
Town Hali, Saratoga, on Monday next, at 
noon. A dozen points of order were raised 
against the motion from different parts of the 
chamber, and pending the discussion the Sen- 
ate came in and the joint Senatorial assembly 
avas convened. 

An interesting question relating to the Gov- 
ernor’s veto power has just been considered by 
the Attorney-General at the request of the 
Secretary of State, and a written opinion 
thereon was filed to-day. On May 4an act to 
change the corporate title of the Bankers’ Life 
Insurance and ‘'rust Company, of New-York, 
to the Bankers’ Loan and Trust Company, of 
New-York, was passed in both houses and 
transmitted to the Governor. On May 16 
the 10 days, exclusive of Sundays, within 
which the Governor might deliver his veto of 
the bill to the Senate, the house in which the 
bill was originated, expired under the terms of 
the Constitution. May 16 fell on Sunday, and 
- the Senate had adjourned from the preceding 
friday to that Monday evening at 8 o’clock. 
That was the day on which Messrs. mec | 
and Platt resigned their seats in the Unitec 
States Senate. When the 
ete met that night there was an 
adjournment carried immediately after 
the opening and the prayer by the Chaplain. 
The Governor's secretary arrived in the Sen- 
ate Chamber with a veto Message against this 
bill an instant after the adjournment, and 
accordingly returned to the Executive Cham- 
ber carrying the omar A and the bill with 
him. On the morning of May 17, the Message 
was delivered to the Senate, and was received 
and laid on the table. Subsequently, the Sen- 
ate by a resolution directed that the bill be 
filed in the office of the Secretary of 
State, as a law, not having been vetoed 
within 10 days. The Secretary of State, 
therefore, applied to the Attorney- 
General for his opinion as to whether the bill 
had actually become a law. In along and 
carefully written opinion ‘the Attorney-Gen- 
eral holds that the Governor is entitled to 10 
full days of 24 hours each, exclusive of the 
day on which a bill is sent to him, within 

which to approve or disapprove it, and that in 
case of failure to do so the bill becomes a law, 
unless he is prevented by ‘* an adjourment of 
the Legislature” from sending in his Message. 

The “adjournment of the Legislature” he 
holds to be under constitutional reading and 
interpretation an adjournment of both houses, 
jand not one or either of them. The adjourn- 
ment of the Senate on the night of May 16, 
therefore, was not an ‘‘ adjournment” such as 
the Constitution refers to in fixing the veto 
limit. Following the decision of the case of the 

Soldiers’ Voting bill, decided by the Supreme 

Court of New-Hampshire, in which it was 

held that in the case of a temporary 
. adjournment or recess of one house of the Le- 

gislature the Governor might deliver his veto 
or message to the presiding officer or to the 

Clerk of that house, with the same force and 

effect as if the house had been in session, the 

Attorney-General holds that there was here a 

failure to deliver the veto in the time fixed by 

the Constitution, and that the bill in question 
has therefore become a law without the execu- 
tive action. 

The Senate met at 11:30, and immediately 
took up the special order, it being the motion 
of Mr. Forster to disagree with the adverse 
report of the Railroad Committee on the Rail- 
road Cornmission bill. Mr. Forstes supported 
his motion in a speech of great length, which 
heread from manuscript, and which he had 
not concluded when the hour arrived for going 
into joint convention. He gave a detailed his- 
tory of previous legislation and attempts at 
legislation on the subject of a State Railway 
Commission, and reviewed in detail the ad- 
verse report of the committee on the 
present hill. He claimed that their 
reasons for the report were unsound 
and in many respects inconsistent 
with each other, as, for instance, they claimed 
in one part of the report that there was prac- 
tically a railroad commission now in exis- 
tence—to wit, the State Kngineer—and that he 
performed his duties satisfactorily, while in 
another part they say that the experiment 
of arailroadcommission had once been tried 
In this State and failed. He combated the 
statement of the report that the people did not 
wanta commission, and showed that of the 
members of the Assembly who voted for 
a commission last year 4644 per cent. 
uad been returned by their constituents, while 
of those who voted against a commission 
only 39 per cent. were returned. Another in- 
dication of popular sentiment on the subject 
was found, he said, in the fact that the chief 
objection brought against one of the principal 
candidates for United States Senator arose 
trom a doubt as to whether bis views on the 
transportation question were in accord with 
public sentiment. On the return of the Senate 
from the joint convention, it being then near 
the hour of adjournment, Mr. Forster asked 
nuanimous consent. that his motion should be

VETO OF THE GAME LAW BILL. 
REASONS GIVEN BY THE GOVERNOR FOR 
WITHHOLDING HIS SIGNATURE. 
Axnany, June 20:—Following is the Gov- 
ernor’s veto of the Game law, sent to the As- 


sembly to-day : 
To the Assembly: 

Assembly Bill No. 661, entitled ‘‘An act to fur- 
ther amend chapter 534 of the Laws of 1879, entitled 
‘An act for the preservation of moose, wild deer, 
birds, fish, and other game,’ as amended by chapter 
581 of the Laws of 1880,’’ is herewith returned with- 
out approval. The Constitution provides that ex- 
cessive bail shall not be required. nor excessive 
fines imposed, nor shall cruel and unusual punish- 
ment be inflicted, nor shall witnesses be unreason- 
ably detained. Manifestly, the object of this pro- 
vision is to guard and protect the weak and unfor- 
tunate from oppression, either in the enactment or 
execution of laws, and it should be quite as binding 
upon the Legislature in the exercise of its peculiar 
prerogative as upon the magistrate or subordinate 
officer who is charged with the duty of enforcing 
the statutes. In the progress of legislation with 
reference to the protection of game and fish there 
has been a constant tendency to antagonize this 
beneficent provision of the Constitution. From 
year to year penalties have been made more and 
more severe, and offenses have been largely in- 
creased in variety and number. Each successive 
Legislature has amended the laws on the subject, 
so that ithas become next to impossible for the 
people to understand what is permitted or forbid- 
den. Instead of just and stable laws that would com- 
mand respect and obedience, we have confusion 
and uncertainty, with risk of offending on the part 
of those ever so well disposed. Some of the pro- 
visions of the accompanying bill are obviously cruel 
and unusual, and in this regard must be deemed 
obnoxious to the constitutional restriction referred 
to. For .instance, the penalty for shooting 
a wild fowl from any steam or sail yes- 
sel, as prescribed by the existing law, is $10, 
waile this bill increases it to $50. Thischange can- 
not be justified as reasonable or in any degree con- 
sistent with the character of the offense named. 
Again, in the amended thirty-third section, this bill 
provides that ‘no person imprisoned on execution 
under this act shall be bailed or admitted to the 
liberties of the jail.’? No sane person will attempt 
to deny that this provision is both cruel and ex- 
traordinary, nor will it be claimed that it is in any 
sense necessary for a proper and efficient execution 
of the law. 

The amendment proposed to the thirty-fifth sec- 
tion provides that “Courts of Special Sessions in 
towns and villages, and the several courts in cities, 
situated in the county in which the offense was 
committed, or.in any adjoining county having 
jurisdiction to try misdemeanors in their own 
county, shall have jurisdiction to try offenders 
in all cases. occurring under this act. — It 
shall be the duty of every Sheriff, Un- 
der Sheriff, Deputy Sheriff. policeman, con- 
stable, &c.. to arrest, wherever found within 
this State, without warrant or process, any person 
whom they shall find violating anv of the pro- 
visions of this Act and immediately to bring such 
offender before. any magistrate residing in the 
county in which the offense is committed, or in 
any adjoining county, for examination and trial.” 
Thus, the jurisdiction of the mbdst_ inferior 
courts is extended over several counties, and 
officers are authorized to convey offenders 
wherever they please within the limits of any ad- 
joining county. Comment is hardly necessary to 
illustrate the imprudence and inconsistency of 
sucha proposition. When an offense is committed 
against the person or property, either in the na- 
ture of a misdemeanor or a felony, itis the duty cf 
the officer making the arrest to take the offender 
before the nearest magistrate for examination. 
Thus, however grave the crime committed, whether 
jt be murder, burglary. or robbery, the offender 
must be taken before the nearest magistrate, while 
if the offense be simply catching a fish or shooting 
a bird out of season, the offender may be taken 


before any magistrate in perhaps any one of a half 
dozen counties, for examination or trial. The caso 
in this respect is one of pleasure or prejudice on 
the part of the officer making the arrest. This _re- 
markable provision is also antagonistic to the Con- 
stitution of the United States, which guarantees 
to every person charged with crime ‘the right toa 
speedy and public trial by an impartial jury 
of the State and district wherein the crime 
shall have been committed, which district shall 
have been previously ascertained by law.” The 
only application of this guarantee that seems 
reasonably consistent is that the offender under: 
the Game law shall be tried, as in all other cases, 
by the nearest court having jurisdiction. To ex- 
tend the jurisdiction in the manner proposed is 
wholly inconsistent with a rational theory. 
Fishing and hunting were among the first 
pursuits and privileges enjoyed by our fore- 
fathers in the early occupation of this country. 
No interests of the community especially 
vital in character require that these privileges 
should be restrained, but with the advance of civ- 
ilization a sentiment has found expression in ‘the 
enactment of laws extremely rigid and restrictive. 
Infractions of the game laws are not such serious 
offenses against the peace and welfare of the peo- 
ple as to justify the odium sought to be attached 
tothem. Onthe contrary, the penalties should be 
regulated so as to compare reasonably with those 
provided for offenses of a similar grade, and the 
administration of the laws should be as simple and 
effectual as will comport with the dignity of the 
State.

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MAJOR POND DENIED A DIVORCE. 
JUDGE FIELD HOLDS THAT THE CHARGES 

WERE NOT PROPERLY SUBSTANTIATED. 

Boston, June 22.—The Pond divorce suit 
was ended to-day. Only a few more witnesses 
were heard, and the larger portion of the two 
sessions was occupied with the: arguments of 
counsel and the Judge’s review and decision. 
Several {witnesses were called tor the libelant. 
Mary Shepard, a young woman, daughter of Mrs. 
Carter, an English opera singer, testified positively 
to having seen Mrs. Pond at Rocky Point in 
August. of last Summer in company evith 
a gentleman, but who the gentleman was 
she could not tell, She did not know John 
C. Jones. She first saw Mrs. Pond late in 
the afternoon, coming up from the pier with the 
gentleman, and afterward on the pier, at about 10 
o’clock in the evening, with the same person. Mrs. 
Pond had testified that she had never been to 


Rocky Point. Henry E. Raymond, a Broad-street 
merchant, testified to having seen Mrs. Pond and 
John C. Jones leaving a street-car in the Briehton 
district together in August or September of last 
Summer. rs. Pond had denied that she had 
been in company with Mr. Jones‘and had left a 
street-car with him at that or any other time. 
This testimony was brought out to break .the force 
of Mrs. Pond’s positive denials of allegations. For 
the libelee, Mrs. Downing, the housekeeper, was 
rcealled and she denied having made statements 
mane Pond, in his testimony of yesterday, said she 
made, 

The arguments on both sides were long, and 
were sat out by the large company of spectators 
present in the court-room, whose interest did not 
flag. When they were finished, Judge Field briefly 
reviewed the evidence. He remarked, first, that 
there was no direct evidencein support of the 
libelant’s allegations, In regard to the Prov- 
idence affair, no one saw Mrs. Pond 
outside the station that evening, and there were 
two witnesses who testified that she came to Bos- 
ton on the same train which brought her from 
New-York. The court, therefore, did not consider 
it established that she remained 1n_ Providence 
that night. Concerning the Rocky Point affair, 
Judge Field said that, even assuming that Mrs. 
Pond was there with Mr. Jones, it was not fair to 
presume that, in broad daylight, she was there for 
a criminal purpose. The court also reviewed the 
evidence about the Montpelier matter, saying that 
there appeared to be no reason for Mrs. Pond 
at that time to falsify in regard to her health. If 
she was ill, as the physician testified, it was ex- 
tremely improbable that she was guilty of any 
crime. It was fair to assume, also, that her short 
acquaintance with Mr. Goddard rendered the alle- 
gations still more improbable. In_ conclusion, 
Judge Field said that even if Mrs, Poud’s testimony 
be entirely excluded, the libelant had failed to 
properly substantiate his charges, and he therefore 


ordered the libel to be dismissed. 


Mrs. Pond and her husband were both in court 
during the day, and the announcement of the de- 
cision of Judge Field was received by both quietly, 
without emotion on the part of either. Mrs. Pond 
was warmly congratulated by her counsel and 
friends over the result. 
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EF. P. CUTLER & CO.’S CREDITORS. ‘ 
THEIR FIRST MEETING—LIABILITIES OF 
$942,291 AND ASSETS OF $664,602, 


Boston, June 22.—The first meeting of the 
creditors of E. P. Cutler & Co., the iron merchants, 
whose failure was announced last week with 
heavy liabilities, was held here to-day. There 
were about 35 creditors present, many of them 


from New-York and Pennsylvania. The session 


consumed all day. Mr. Samuel G. Snelling was 


nominated as President of the meeting, but Mr. 
Ainey, of the Lehigh Iron Company, and others, 
made objection to his serving in that capacity, on 
the ground that he had recently taken a mortgage 
on some of the firm’s property. and that, 
if he should preside, the action of the meeting 
would carry very little weight. Mr. Snelling ex- 
plained by saying that the mortgage in question 
had been taken by him 13 months ago, but that he 
did not have it put on record till the 4th of this 
month, a part of the mortgage money which was 
then due not having been paid. Notwithstanding 
this explanation, opposition to Mr. Snelling serving 
as President still continued, and it was finally 
agreed that be should serve as temporary Chair- 
man only. Charles Dengler, of Atkins Brothers, 
Pottsville, Penn., acted as temporary Secretary. 
After it had been determined who of those pres- 
ent were secured creditors, the meeting perma- 
nently organized with Mr. Snelling as President, 
he being chosen by three majority over S. H. 
Witherbee, of Pennsylvania, most of the creditors 
from out of the State voting for the latter. Mr. 
Dengler was also chosen permanent Secretary. 
The following statement was submitted by the firm:

Regarding the contingent liabilities, it was stated 
that the notes are all considered good, so that the 
liabilities will not be increased from that source. 
After the statement had been presented it was 
voted that the matter be put into the hands of a 
committee of six to investigate, and Messrs. 
Barnes, of the Crane Iron Company of Pennsyl- 
vania; 8. H. Witherbee, of Pennsylvania; W. H. 
Ainey, of Allentown, Penn.; Mr. Holden, of the 
Franklin Iron Company, New-York, and Mr. S. G. 
Snelling, of Boston, were chosen. The counsel of 
the firm said they were willing to turn over their 


property to a Trustee, and this was left to the com- 
mnittee. 


At the afternoon session the examining commit- 
tee reported that they had examined the books 
and found things as represented by the firm. At- 
tention was directed to a matter that required ac- 
tion. It was stated that Messrs. Kidder, Peabody 
& Co., J. B. Moorse & Co., and the Massachusetts 
Loan and Trust Company held iron as collateral, 
but the firm had been informed by one of the 
bankers that unless an additional margin should 
be deposited the iron would be sold, and of 
course in the present condition of the market it 
would bring very little at any forced sale. A rep- 
resentative of Kidder, Peabody & Co. stated that 
his firm would not sell, and after much talk it was 
agreed that Messrs. Ainey and Snelling, of the 
committee, see the bankers and report at a subse- 
quent meeting.

THE PRESIDENT AND HIS MINISTERS CON- 

SULTING AT THE SEA-SIDE—GEN, 
GRANT’S ARRIVAL. 

Lone Brancw, June 22.—Secretary of the 
Treasury Windom, Secretary of the Navy Hunt, 
and Postmaster-General James arrived from Wash- 
ington this evening, Secretary of War Lincoln 
meeting them at Monmouth Junction. Gen. Grant 
has also arrived from New-York, and is staying 
with his son Jesse in the cottage- opposite the 
Elberon Hotel, where their meals are served. Sec- 
retary Lincoln is the guest of Gen. Porter. The 
other members of the Cabinet have rooms in the 
Hotel. President Garfield was out riding when 
Gen. Grant arrived. While the President partook of 
dinner Gen. Grant visited the hotel, but did not 
seck an interview with him. As yet they have not 
met. To-night at 9 o’clock President Garfield 
was closeted with Secretary Windom. Secretaries 
Hunt and Lincoln and Postmaster-General James, 


were out riding. An intimate friend of Gen. Grant, 


in conversation, insisted that there was no signifi- 
eance in the General’s visit, as he had to par- 
take of the hospitalities of his son’s cot- 
tage, as his own is not yet ready for 
occupancy. The presence of Messrs. Lincoln, 
James, Hunt, and Windom is owing, it is eaid, to 
the President's having requested their attendance 
for consultation. . Attorney-General MacVeagh is 
expected here to-morrow moraine. The members 
of the Cabinet are accompanied by their families. 
Col. Rockwell says nothing can be obtained of the 
correspondence. if any at all has passed, between 
President Garfield and Gen. Grant.

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THE TURKISH POSTAL SERVICE. j. 


IMPERIAL OFFICES TO BE SUBSTITUTED FOR 
FOREIGN ONES. 


’ ‘The Turkish Legation furnishes the follow- 


ing: A telegram, reproduced in a great many 
newspapers, states that the Sublime Porte had 
asked of the foreign powers to abolish their re- 
spective Post Offices in the interior of Turkey, and 
had expressed the hope to see them suppress the 
present service between Constantinople and for- 
eign countries. That telegram led to the supposi- 
tion that the Sublime Porte is seeking the interrup- 
tion of postal communications with other nations, 
and thus furnished cause for some unfavorable 
comments. The object aimed at by the imperial 
Gecvernment is to substitute its own postal admin- 
istration for that of foreign Post Offices as now es- 
tablished. It desires to reserve to itself the exclu- 


sive right to conduct the postal service in 
Turkey, and this could only be accom- 
plished by abolishing the different ones that 
actually work side by side with its own. 
A similar condition of things existed in Japan some 
ears ago, and the Sublime Porte hopes that the 
igh equity and good will of the powers will also 
favor in Turkey the concentration of the postal 
service in the hands of the Ottoman Administra- 
tion. The United States have no Post Offices in 
Turkey, and a short time ago our Administration 
requested the Post Office Department at Washing- 
ton to agree to an exchange of closed mails between 
New-York and Constantinople. The Hon. Horace 
sayuere kindly accepted the proposal in principle, 
and the Hon. T.,L. James caused it to be put into 
ractice since the ist of May last. The honorable 
ostmaster-General has received in writing the 
thanks of the Ottoman Postal Administration, and 
his Excellency the Minister for Foreign Affairs 
wrote to this Legation on the 19th of May that 
“the imperial Government had appreciated with 
satisfaction the conclusion of that matter.”

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THE DUZZ OF SUTHERLAND’S TRIP. 
HIS JOURNEY THROUGH THE COUNTRY—DR. 
RUSSELL’S OPINION OF AMERICA. 

The Duke of Sutherland and his party, com- 
prising Major-Gen. Sir Henry Greene, William H. 
Russell, LL. D., and Mr. Henry Wright, the Duke’s 
secretary, remained quietly in their rooms at the 
Windsor Hotel the greater. part of yesterday. 
Giving an account of their tour in this coun- 
try, from April 25, when they arrived in New- 
Dr. Russell said 
that after staying in this City a few days, the 
party set out for the South, stopping in Philadel- 
phia a day or two, thence proceeding to Baltt- 
more, where they rested a little while, and finally 
paying a visit to the national capital. From 
Washington they penetrated as far South asthe 


whilom capital of the Southern Confederacy, at 
@ season of the year when the Virginia land- 
scape is at its best—the month of Moy. Returning 
to Washington they set out for New-York, passing 
through Harper’s Ferry and Harrisburg, From 
New-York they proceeded to Boston, where 
they remained long enough to visit all the 
show-places of the American Athens, and from 
Boston to Canada, visiting the Marquis of Lorne at 
Quebec, and taking in Montreal, Toronto, and Ni- 
agara Falls. But it was the Western trip, contin- 
ued by way of Buffalo, the great lakes, Milwaukee, 
St. Paul, Council Bluffs, Omaha, Kansas City, New- 
Mexico, and Colorado, that proved most interest- 
ing tothe party. The Duke was particularly in- 
terested in visiting some of the newly opened 
tracts of the far West, and studied the meth- 
ods of the Western farmer with minute at- 
tention. At Santa Fé, which is a military sta- 
tion, the party was accorded the honor of a recep- 
tion, Gen, Sheridan and Gen. McDowell having in- 
structed the commandants of the various military 
osts on the border of civilization to neglect no 
easible means to secure the safety and insure 
the comfort of the distinguished travelers. 
No requisition for a military escort was, 
however, necessary. After passirz a week 
in the Yosemite Valley, the Duke con- 
tinued his journey to San Francisco, and from that 
point as a centre made excursions to various places 
of interest in California. On his return, the Duke 
decided to study the mineral resources of the 
country a little, and so visited Leadville and other 
points valuable for that purpose, and journeyed;by 
easy stages until he arrived at Denver, Col., where 
the party staid several days, taking memoranda of 
border life and manners. Leaving Denver, the 
Duke telegraphed to the proprietor of the Windsor 
Hotel that he should arrive in New-York at 9:30 on 
Tuesday evening, and actually arrived only three 
hours later. 

When asked what impressions they had formed 
of America, Dr. Russell replied very frankly: 
““Where you can’t raise wheat,” he said, ** you 
raise gold, and where you can’t raise gold you 
raise lead, and where yout can’t raise lead you 
raise silver. It’s something everywhere—a country 
of wonderful resources. Of course, border 
life was expected to be a little strange 
and rude; and when people asked where 
Sutherland was, or crowded to see the 
Duke, it was all accepted asa part of the play. 
But when you come, as you will by and by in the 
great West, to separate the vice and the crime 
from the industry and steadiness and to settle into 
a crystalline social body, it will be a great country. 
with a great future beforeit. It did seem alittle 
unusual, however, that every spot the party visited 
should possess some legend of how some person was 
shot. Just as the party were setting out for Deming, 
for example, two fellows inquired what was our 
destination. Itoldthem it was Deming. ‘Look 
out,’ said one of them, holding up his paims with 
his fingers spread out, ‘or you'll te holding up 
your hands in this way.’ It appears that there had 
just been a fracas in Deming, and one or two per- 
sons had been shot. Again, while our party was 
in Denver, Jim Moon was shot, and the affair 
seomed to be regarded as a matter of congratula- 
tion rather than of jadicial inquiry. But these 
things, I suppose, are inseparable elements of life 
on the border, and as the civilization of the East 
pushes westward further and further they will dis- 
appear. Ourexperience everywhere has been of 
the most pleasant description. Civil and military 
authorities have vied with each otherin courteous 
consideration for our safety and convenience.” 

“ And how have the American people impressed 
you in comparison with what they were years 
ago?’ 

‘*Tonght to say,” replied the famous journalist, 
“*that there seems to me to have been a great im- 
provement. The traditional inquisitiveness either 
never existed or 1t has disappeared, and I have 
seen no evidence of the self-assertive manner that 
was once attributed to Americans. Noone shows 
an impertinent curiosity as to your business, who 
you are, or whence you came. I find no offensive 
self-assertion among the American people now, 
whatever may have been the case years ago.” 

In concluding the interview, Dr. Russell’s atten- 
tion was called to a statement which has appeared 
in the newspapers that the real Roger Tichborne 
had been discovered in the person of a man living 
in San Diego, Cal., who served in the Union Army 
during the war. Dr. Russell laughed heartily when 
his attention was called to the story. It was not 
true, he said, that either the Duke or himself had 
seen the man, and not true that he wrote any let- 
ter home to England giving an account of the 
man’s claims. Gen. Barnes was interested in the 
man’s narrative, but he pointed out to the General 
the inherent absurdity of the story, without wish- 
ing to prejudice his rights, if he possessed any. 
The man was wounded inthe head during the 
war, and he could not account for his story in any 
other way, if he was honest in his conviction, 
than by assuming that the injury had unsettled his 
wits. The story was not worth discussing in de- 
tail, and he should write nothing about it. 
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DEATH IN THE WHEEL-HOUSE. 
THE PILOT OF A FERRY-BOAT STRICKEN 


DOWN AT HIS POST. 
* Capt. William A. White, the pilot of the 


Pennsylvania Railroad ferry-boat known as An- 
nex No. 3, died in his wheel-house at 6 o’clock last 
evening, just as the boat was about to leave her 
slip at the foot of Exchange-place, Jersey City. 
The boat is one of the three that ply between 
Jewell’s wharf, in Brooklyn, and the Pennsylvania 
Railroad. She had reached her slip at Jersey 
City at 5:50 o’clock, and was to have left 
at 6 oclock on a return trip to Brooklyn, 


The boats usually carry a full complement of 
passengers at that hour, and very many persons 
had boarded No.3 to be taken to Brooklyn last 
evening, when the gongon the pier directed the 
deck hands to prepare to start. They were thus 
engaged when the alarm bell from the pilot’s room 
sounded. John Sullivan, one of the deck-hands, 
hastened to the pilot-house to learn why it had 
been rung, and saw the pilot leaning against the 
wheel and bleeding copiously from the mouth. He 
ran to the lower deck, and having told his fellow- 
deckmen that the pilot was ill, went off and sum- 
moned Dr. Watson. Meanwhile, John Edwards, 
another of the deck-hands, went to the pilot- 
house to assist the suffering man. Capt. White lay 
on his back, and the floor of the wheel-house was 
covered with blood. ‘‘Iam too sick to take this 
boat out,” he murmured faintly. Assistance was 
called, and he was carried on a stretcher from the 
boat and placed in the waiting-room. There he 
sank rapidly, and when Dr. Watson, who arrived a 
few minutes later, looked upon him he pronounced 
him dead. The body was removed to Hughes’s 
undertaking establishment, where it lay awaiting 
the action of County Physician Converse. 

But one pilot travels in each of the pilot-houses 
of the Annex boats. A deck-hand is detailed, how- 
ever, by the company to assist the pilot when 
necessary. Capt. White was about 50 years of age, 
and had been a pilot for over 30 years, having 
served for over 20 years on the Fulton 
Ferry. For the last three years he had 
been employed on the Annex boats. He had long 
been a sufferer from asthma. Last Summer he was 
so much debilitated that he was given a vacation. 
After an absence of five months he returned to his 
wheel, and remained steadily afterward in active 
service. His health continued poor, however, and 
his son, who is engaged in Brooklyn during the day- 
time, had for months been in the habit of remain- 
ing by his father’s side on the boat from 7 o’clock 
in the evening until she was laid up for the night. 
When he went on duty yesterday morning Capt. 
White seemed in better spirits than usual, 
and said to those engaged on the boat that 
he had not been in better health for months. 
He was reading his paper last evening when he 
was seized with the violent hemorrhage which re- 
sulted in his death. The family of the pilot was 
notified, and arrangements are being made for the 
removal of his body to his home in Brooklyn. 
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VANDERBILT’S DOUBLE TEAM. ” 
IT COVERS A MILE IN 2:24%, MAKING THE 
BEST TIME ON RECORD. 


W. 4H. Vanderbilt yesterday drove his

The second quarter was made in 
0:36, giving 1:11 for the half-mile. The third quar- 
ter was trotted in 0:3614, and the fourth and last in 
0:3714. making the time of the Jast half-mile 1:1334, 
and of the full mile 2:2434. This isthe best time 
on record fora double team, and Mr. Vanderbilt 
won his wager and put his team on the record as 
the fastest which has up to this time trotted against 
time.

A plot to extort from Messrs. Brown &

Grand-street, the sum of $500 by means of threats 
was disclosed last night by the capture of one of 
the principals in the conspiracy. The plot bears 
®& resemblance in some of its features to that 
by which it was attempted to black-mail 


Mr. Louis Strasburger, and for which Vogel, one of 
the conspirators, was a few days ago sentenced to 
State prison. On Monday morning Messrs. Brown 
& Co. received by maila letter written in German, 
and which when translated read as follows: 
Messrs. Brown & Co.: 

Hereby I give you notice that your lite and the lives 
of your family arein danger. if you want to save 
yourselves, you have to pay $300, because the lot 
fell on you; that means you have drawn the 
unlucky. number. If you don’t pay, the first 
sign will that one of your windows will 
be broken without anybody seeing ‘t. More will fol- 
low. Donotthink to save yourself by reporting to 
the Police. Even if you speak about it to anybedy 
you will have to take the consequences. If 
anynow one of our party shoul be e- 
trayea by you and caught by the 
he will be soon free again, but you wouldn’t be 
safe any more in your own house, and our revenge 
would be sweet. We hopé you are smarter than 
others _ before ou, and suppose that you 
read about simiiar cases in the newspapers. 
If you comply with our wishes ou can 
be sure to get the money back some day. You must 
act this way: If you want to pay put a red piece of 
paper on every window, and we shall give the notice 
where you must put the money. We tell you again 
not to say a word about this to anybody. 

We shall wait till Wednesday. MONDAY. 

The members of the firm were naturally alarmed 
at the tone of this letter, and immediately con- 
sulted Capt. Allaire. of the Tenth Precinct, who at 
once placed at the disposal of the firm the services 
of Detectives Hess and Wade. It was determined 
to indicate a compliance with the demand of the 
black-mailers and await the result. In accordance 
with this plan every pane of glass in the front win- 
dows of the store in Grand-street was, on Tuesday, 
ornamented with a | ee of red paper, much to 
the mystification of the passers-by. This ruse 
had the desired effect. Yesterday morning’s mail 
brought to the firm another letter from the plot- 
ters. it was also written in German, and a trans- 
lation of the missive is as follows: 


Messrs. Brown & Co.: 

You gave us the expected sign, and we know now 
that you are willing to pay that sum. We believe, too, 
that you are not going to betray us, because it would 
be your ruin, and only one of us would be caught, but 
would be free again soon anyhow, andon the same 
day yourself and your business would meet a terrible 
Tate as sure as Iam the one of whom many are afraid. 
The revenge would be worse than in San rrancisco, 
but we believe you and trust in you. You 
must give the money to a boy or girl, and 
the same must, to-night or to-morrow night, between 
10 and 11o0’clock, stand with the parcel of money in 
hand in front of No. 36 Orchard-street. Passing by 
one of us will say “‘money!”’ and at once the boy or 
girl must give ittohim and moveon. It must bea 
young boy or girl. If you doso nothing shall happen 
to you or your house. I warn you again not to betray 
us. WEDNESDAY. 

The letter was placed in the hands of the Police, 
and it was resolved to baitatrap for the capture 
of the conspirators. A red leather hand sachel 
was obtained, and in it was placed a large 
sealed envelope containing a number of nar- 
row slips of paper done up in imitation 
of bank bills. An intelligent lad named James 
Golden was hired by the detectives to take part in 
the counterplot, and at 10 o’clock last night he sta- 
tioned himself in front of No. 36 Orchard-street,the 
place indicated in the second letter. carrying the 
sachel in his right hand. Detectives Wade and Hess 
concealed themselves in the shadow of a stable in 
an alleyway nearly opposite. They waited pa- 
tiently until 10:40, when a slight young man, his 
features concealed by a slouch hat drawn 
down over his brow, walked rapidly  to- 
ward the boy. When he arrived directly in 
front of the lad he stopped suddenly and said, in- 
quiringly, ‘‘Money?’ The lad nodded his head 
and held up the sachel. The stranger snatched 
it from the boy’s hand and walked 
rapidly up Orchard toward Grand-street. 
The officers pursued him, and when he 
discovered that he was being followed, he 
ran at the top of hisspeed. The officers called on 
him to stop, but this only increased his speed, 
and the detectives fired several shots at the 
fugitive, but without effect.

WING SHOTS CONTESTING 


_—--Y-- 


VECOND DAY OF THE STATE 
SPORTSMEN’S CONVENTION. 
DISTRICT ATTORNEY CATLIN LOOKING AFTER 

THE BIRDS—LACK OF PUBLIC INTEREST 
IN THE CONTESTS—YESTERDAY’S PRIZE 
WINNERS—SCENES AND INCIDENTS. 
The pigeon-shooting tournament at Coney 
Island does not seem to possess attractions for the 
general public, and the attendance outside of 
members of the New-York State Sportsmen’s Asso- 
ciation yesterday—as on Tuesday—was exceed- 
ingly slim. There is altogether too much monotony 
in sitting hour after hour and gazing upon un- 
known men banging at pigeons sprung 
from a trap one after another. It is 
only when friends are among the marksmen, 
pr when the contestants have dropped out one 
after another, and the match becomes narrowed 
down to a few individuals, that general interest is 
aroused. In the latter case, the contest even takes 
on a degree of excitement, but, as the shooting 1s 
conducted, such instances occur not more than 
once or twice in the 12 hours. ’ Mr. Bergh did 
aot put in an appearance at the Brighton Beach 
Fair Grounds yesterday, but District Attorney 
Catlin, of Brooklyn, occupied a seat in the report- 
ers’ stand during an hour or two in the afternoon 
for the purpose, it was announced, of satisfying 
himself in regard to the accusation of cruelty. 
Almost the first bird shot at after his arrival was 
missed. Mr. Catlin arose in his seat, and shading 
his eyes with his hands watched its flight across 


the tield and over the fence. Instantly there was 
a fusilade from outside from ascore of guns in the 
hands of pot-shooters, and the unfortunate pigeon 
was seen to drop through the vast cloud of smoke 
that arose above the boards. President Crook, 
who was standing behind Mr. Catlin, remarked 
witha smile, ‘Those fellows are Mr. Bergh’s best 
friends. No bird can escape them.” Mr. Catlin 
also kept an eye on the field boys, and once, after 
a scramble of a dozen or more of them to catch 
and kill a badly wounded bird, audibly expressed 
his satisfaction. One of the best known members 
of the association is old Bob Robinson. During 
the afternoon, as he was standing beside the 
on watching the contest, an English sparrow, 
errified by the shooting, alighted upon the top of 
his umbrella and sat there for a longtime, to the 
great merriment of the boys behind, : 

The day was opened at8 A. M. by the shooting 
off of the second class of ties in the first contest, 
ppen to those who had killed nine birds out of the 
ten shot at. The weather was delightfully cool, 
with a brisk breeze from the south-west blowing 
directly up the field, and thus greatly favoriug the 
fight of the birds. Four thousand fresh pigeons 
had been provided. Those left over from Monday’s 
supply were given food and water and sent toa 
quiet place to recruit their strength. They will be 
kept in reserve in case of emergencies. Thirty- 
nine out of the 42 marksmen who qualified 
for the second class came to the score, 
J. C. Schlieman, of the Nassau Rod and Gun 
Club, of Brooklyn, won the first prize, which 
was afine breech-loading fowling-piece in leather 
trunk-case, valued at $225. The secord prize—$30 
in gold—went to 8. A. Tucker, of the Madison 
County Sportsmen’s Association. The third class 
of ties, open to those who had killed eight birds 
out of ten, was then shot off. Thirty-four of the 
88 who qualified contested. The first prize—an 
order for a one-hundred-dollar suit of clothing— 
was won by E. Hudson, of the Onondaga Sports- 
men’s Association, of Syracuse, and the second— 
$20 in gold—by I. Wolvin, of the Spencer Gun Club, 
of Lyons. The entire 39 who qualified shot off 
the fourth class of ties, open to those who had 
killed seven birds out often. H. Van Staden, of the 
Long Island Sportsmen’s Association, took first 
prize—a regulator clock valued at $50—and J. G. 
Stacey, of the Seneca Gun Club, of Seneca Falls, 
second prize—$15 in gold. 

It was noon before the scoring in contest No. 2 
was begun. This was an amateur match, open to 
those who never won a prize at this orany previous 
meeting of the association in a contest for which 
entrance was charged. There were 153 entries, 
and each man shot at seven birds. Nearly six 
hours were occupied in sifting out the contestants 
nto classes. The average of the shooting was 
rather poor, not more than 60 per cent. of the birds 
being killed within bounds. Sixteen made a clean 
score. In shooting off, F. Burritt, of the Long 
Island Sportsmen’s Association, won first prize, 
which was an extra fine double-barreled fowl- 
ing-piece, with fine leather trunk-case, valued 
atg $z50, and C. J. Heinold, of. the Audubon 
Gun Club, of Buffalo, second prize, a sewing-ma- 
chine valued at $75. The bird that decided this 
match fell dead almost on the line. For the second 
ciass of ties, open to those who had killed six birds 
out of seven, 37 qualified. The first prize, consisting 
of 1,600 yards of shirtings valued at $200, was: won 
by Justus Von Lengerke, of the Long Island Sports- 
men’s Association, and the second—$50 worth of 
tobacco—by J. Van Wicklin, of the Fountain Gun 
Club, of Brooklyn. :Mr. Van Wicklin entered a pro- 
test against the award on the ground that Mr. Von 
Lengerke is not a resident of the State. A similar 
protest was entered on behaif of Mr. Heinola 
against the award to Mr. Burritt, This ended the 
day’s shooting. ‘ : 

This morning the shooting off of the third and 
fourth classes of ties in the second contest will 
begin the day’s sport. At 100’clock the first of the 
fly-casting contests will take place near the north- 
easterly part of the track, without reference to the 
pigeon-shooting, and will continue until all are de- 
cided. Mr. Fred Mather, who has full charge of 
this portion of the tournament, has secured the 
services of a United States Signal officer to test the 
wind pressure. Contestants will be required 
to cast against and with the wind for 
jength of “cast, and will have to submit 
to further tests for style and for accuracy. 
A scale of points has been composed 
in which each sort of casting has been allotted a 
certain proportion, and the sum of al! the points 
rained will decide the standing of the contestant. 
n the bass casting it has been decided to use lead 
sinkers weighing one ounce each as substitutes for 
the usual bait. In the trout fly-casting the amateur 
contest will take place first, in order that amateurs 
=e to do so may afterward enter in the open 
match. 

The fire that destroyed the Monroe County Club's 
tent on Tuesday night was, it is believed, ignited 
by aspark from the pipe of a careless attendant 
falling upon the straw. with which the ground was 
littered. It was first discovered about 9 o’clock, 
and almost instantly the tent was a sheet of flame. 
In one corner was a magazine containing about 50 
pounds of powder. Mr. Edward Hutchinson, of 
the Onondaga Gun Club, of Syracuse, dashed 
into the fire and carried out the box in 
safety. Had it exploded sparks would prob- 
ably have been thrown upon the other tents 
ou both sides, all containing stores of powder and 
valuable accoutrements. and with the strong wind 
blowing thefence and adjacent grand stand, and 
even the Brighton Hotelinthe rear might have 
gone. As it was over $1,000 worth of property was 
destroyed. Two valuable guns were injured be- 
yond repair, seven others were more or less dam- 
aged, and all the gnn-cases, cartridge-cases, and 
other paraphernalia in the tent were consumed, 
The Monroe County Club were at once tendered 
the. hospitalities of the Spencer Club’s tent, and 
they were quartered there yesterday.

MANHATTAN SQUARE IMPROVEMENTS. 

Morris K. Jesup, Percy R. Pyne, and Prof. 
Albert A. Bickmore, representing the Trustees of 
the American Museum of Natural History, appeared 
before the Board of Park Commissioners yesterday 
to renew their application for the construction of 


approaches from the Central Park at Seventy-first, 
Seventy-fourth, and LEighty-second streets 
to the museum and Manhattan-square, Com- 
missioner Wales pressed a resolution on the 
subject, whick he had offered at a meeting of the 
board on the 6thinst. It provided that the recom- 
mendations of the Executive Committee of the 
Museum of Natural History be approved, and that 
Julius Munckwitz, the Superintendent of Central 
Park, be employed to superintend the work. The 
resolution was lost by tne opposing votes of Com- 
missioners MacLean and Oliiffe. Mr. Jesup looked 
annoyed. ‘Can’t something be done to arrange 
this matter?’ he plaintively inquired. Mr. Jesup 
said that if it was a question of expense, the 
Trustees were perfectly willing to assume the cost 
of preparing the plans for the requisite approaches 
if the Commissioners desired them to do so. Mr. 
Pyne aerezet the statement of Mr. Jesup, and 
added that the Trustees would “ meet the expense 
out of their own pockets,” if necessary. Control- 
ler Campbell suggested that the Trustees ought to 
repare plans for such approaches as were satis- 
actory to themselves, and then submit them to the 
Park Commissioners for theirapproval. It was final- 
ly decided that such a course should be taken by the 
Trustees... On .motion of Commissioner Lane a 
resolution was adopted requesting the Gas Com- 
mission to report upon the feasibility of lighting 
the lower part of Central Park, below Seveniy- 
ninth-street, by means of electric lights on three 
poles 150 feet high, similar to those to be used in 
Madison and Union squares, each light to have a 
vapacity equal to 36,000-candle power. Permission 
was granted to the Italian societiesto decorate 
Mazzini’s statue in Central Park on his birthday— 
Tuesday.

HIS PREDICTIONS IN REGARD TO THE COMING 
CABLE AND RAILROAD WARS, 

Mr. Cyrus W. Field was ina pleasant mood 
yesterday afternoon, and welcomed a Truzs re- 
porter with all his wonted fervor. “Glad to see 
you,”’ he ejaculated, as he leaned smilingly back in 
his easy-chair and discussed the prospects ahead 
for the bulls and bears. Upon the outlook for 
cable companies he spoke most freely. ‘Ah; 
there is a big fight ahead,’ said he; ‘yes, indee4. 
a mighty big fight. It isn’t going to be any mock 
battle this time. Things have gone too far; the 
men interested havo not been spending all their 
time and effort and cash just for mere show; no, 


Sir, not by any means. Somebody is going to be 
hurt when the real struggle comes, for there are 
heavy men in the field, and it need not surprise 
us if some men now rated pretty high are forced 
down—to stay down. Mr, Gould’s new cables 
will be laid before July is gone, and then 
the feat will begin. There is no way out of it. 
Gould is in for something more than a mere skir- 
mish. He is notin a humorto compromise. Little 
concessions are not going to satisfy him. He pro- 
poses to sweep everything—if he can. But maybe 
he can’t. He will have to take his chances, and I 
guess he is ready and anxious to put all to a test, 
Anyhow, we won't have to wait long for the fun, 
Before Summer is over we shall have our fill of it, 
and he will be the lucky man who is out of the 
fight. It is-hard to predict who will come off vic- 
tor. Mr. Gould will not havea walk-over. It is 
no puny power that he attacks. But, whoever 
triumphs, it is certain that the public will be, at 
least for the time, decidedly the gainer. Rates 
will go down, and the present cable tariff of 50 
cents a word will be abolished within 24 hours 
after the new cables are in operation. For myself, 
I believe that the public will be asked for patron- 
age at 12 cents a word, and the press will be served 
for half that rate. We can afford tosee the fight 


** But the trouble is by no means to be confined 
to cable circles,” continued Mr. Field. ‘* The rail- 
roads were never more jealous of each other than 
at present. For the past few vears, more particular- 
ly last year, you see, they were all overwhelmed 
with business. But a change has come, or is about 
to come, and each railroad magnate is now busily 
engaged in charging alimanner of misdemeanors 
against competitors. Each wants to monopolize 
everything, each claims that competing manage- 
ments are dishonest, and that none other is dealing 
fairly. It’san old trick, you know, for a man when 
he wants to break a contract to attribute breaches 
to the other party, to eulogize his own honor and 
deny everybody else’s. Well, that isabout the size 
of the present contest between the railroads. 
Every one of the trunk lines is ready to cut rates 
and take every other advantage possible of com- 
petitors in order to ee up its enormous earnings 
of last year. Vanderbilt is mad with Garrett; Gar- 
rett is mad with Vanderbilt, and they both are 
mad with Jay Gould, who is as mad as either with 
them and all the others. There is not one of thom 
but is mad, there is not one of them but is plan- 
ning to outreach the others, and there is not one 
of them but will exert himself in every way, fair- 
ness and honesty aside, to push himself ahead, be 
the expense in good faith what it may. And this 
fight will benefit the public too, I believe we shall 
soon have rates away down, and freight will be 
transported for far less sums than have been ex- 
acted under the late trunk line combinations. Let 
the good work go on.”’ 
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JUDGE TRUAX’S QUEER . ACTION. 
———_>_—_—— 
HE MAKES PUBLIC A PART OF AN OPINION 
BEFORE COMPLETING THE PAPER. 

Judge Charles H. Truax, of the Superior 
Court, decided on Tuesday last that Mr. Rufus 
Hatcn had no standing in court. The decision was 
rendered in the suit which Mr. Hatch brought to 
annul the agreement by which the Western Union 
Telegraph Company bought the property of the 
American Union and Atlantic and Pacific Tele- 
graph. Judge Truax approved the findings in tho 
suit which were presented to him by the 
lawyers for the defendants. He did not file 
an opinion with these findingsand his decision, 
but left Mr. Hatch and his lawyers to guess what 


were the methods by which he arrived at his de- 
termination to dismiss the suit on its merits. In 
the World, a newspaper which is reported to be 
owned by Jay Gould, whose interests have been 
upheld by the decisions of Judge Truax against 
Messrs. Hatch and Williams, there appeared, yes- 
terday, a document entitled, ‘*The Opinion Pre- 
pared in the Hatch Case.” The appearance of a 
judicial opinion in such a place prior to its filing in 
court caused much surprise, and some doubt was 
expressed that the document was really what 
it purported to be. The general belief was that 
Judge Truax would have been deterred, by the 
bitter experience of another Judge two years ago, 
from allowing his opinion to be published in a 
newspaper before the lawyerz on both sides were 
apprised of its terms, and especially would have 
been careful to keep it from the recognized organ 
of the side in whose favor he had decided. In- 
quiry in the office of the Clerk of the Superior 
Court revealed the fact that the docu- 
ment published in the World iwas in great 
part made up of matter which was copied 
in that office for Judge Truax on Tuesday. 
A reporter of THe Times asked Judge Truax 
yesterday afternoon if he had seen the World of 
yesterday. The Judge appeared to be angry, be- 
cause THE Times on Tuesday and yesterday ex- 
pressed a lack of faith in the soundness of his judi- 
cial conclusions. He answered thereporter: ‘ Yes, 
Sir, I have seen the World of this morning, and 
(bitterly) Tur Tres of this morning and of yester- 
day morning.” 

“The World publishes what it calls your opinion 
in the Hatch case. You have not yet filed an opin- 
ionin court. Is the document published a copy of 
one you have prepared ?”’ 

“Well, Sir,” answered Judge Truax, with evi- 
dent difficulty restraining the utterance fully of his 
wrath against Toe Times, ‘‘I do not think it is ne- 
cessary forme to give information to Tur Timzs. 
If Tue Tres wants information from me, it should 
ask it before it publishes editoriais against me.”’ 

So saying, he stalked into hisroom. Toa gen- 
tleman who subsequently spoke to him, Judge 
Truax said that the matter already published was 
acopy of part of his opinion in the Hatch cage, 
and that he has not yet completed that document. 
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THE PATERSON SUNDAY LAWS. 

The Paterson Liquor-dealers’ Association 
met yesterday afternoon to decide what to do in 
the matter of assisting in the enforcement of the 
Sunday laws. There was alarge attendance. It 
was stated that their counsel approved of 70 or 75 
of the complaints which had been made, and gave 
it as his opinion that they would hold. Thedebate 
that ensued was stormy, and bade fair more than 
onceto endina grandrow. There wasa strong 
disposition manifested to censure the Executive 
Committee for their action in securing complaints 


last Sunday against all violators of the law, but to 
this it was replied that the committee had been 
merely carrying out the instructions of the whole 
association, and would cheerfully consent to be re- 
lieved from any more such disagreeable duty. 
Those members of the association who had 
urged Sunday closing and then had themselves 
broken their agreement and the law were 
hotly denounced, and much bad blood was 
engendered in consequence. There was a 
strong sentiment among the members that the 
movement had been a complete farce, reflecting 
ridicule on the association, which had no business 
with the Sunday laws. Finally, the matter came 
to a vote, and 37 members voted to abandons any 
further efforts to enforce the laws. and to allow 
every man to do as he eee about selling on 
Sunday; 30 members voted in favor of continuing 
the movement a little while longer, at least, but 
the majority of 7 was against them.. This ends the 
Sunday closing efforts of the Liquor-dealers’ Asso- 
ciation, which was chiefly intended to bring the 
Sunday laws into discredit, by interfering with the 
commonest business transactions on Sunday. Al- 
though the Liquor-dealers’ Association bas retired 
from the field, Mayor Gillmor intends to keep the 
Police up to their work of suppressing the illegal 
liquor trafic on Sundays, and lively times are 
ahead in Paterson. The New-Jersey courts have 
decided that the habitual sale of liquor contrary to 
law constitutes a disorderly house, and renders the 
offender liable to be sent to State prison and fined 
heavily. That construction of the law was given 
inacase from Passaic County, and was secured 
by Prosecutor Woodruff, who is now County 
Judge, before whom all indictments for such of- 
fenses are to be tried.

THE NEWARK POLICE FORCE, - 


At irregular intervals for some time past 


movements have been set on foot by politicians to 
cause the removal of William Meldrum, Chief of 
the Newark Police force. On Tuesday Mayor 
Fiedler, who, by virtue of his office, is the head of 
the department, summoned Chief Meldrum before 
him to give an explanation of the demoralization 
of the force, and also to ascertain, if possible, why 


such persistent efforts are made to remove him. 
The Chief said the demoralized condition of the 
force was ‘not due to any fault of his, 
but to the leniency and favoritism shown 
by the Police Committee of the Board 
of Aldermen. The committee does not sustain the 
Chief, but, on the contrary, when he suspends an 
officer on good grounds the committee reinstates 
him, through political influence and without inves- 
tigation, although the. suspension has. been con- 
firmed by the Mayor. The Chief cited several in- 
stances. Recently. Officers Solomon and Brown 
got drunk and clubbed an innocent man. The 
Chief suspended them, and the Mayor con- 
firmed his action, but a few days later the 
committee reinstated them. Officers Bonnett 
and Burke, while grossly intoxicated, as- 
saulted a citizen and knocked a woman 
down. The Chief suspended them, the Mayor tried 
and vismissed them. and the committee immedi- 
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ately reinstated Burke. Bonnett was not reinstat- 
ed, probably through lack of political influence. 
The Chief said further that Alderman Provost, 
Chairman of the committee, bears malice toward 
him because when Officer Taylor, a friend of the 
Alderman, was found asleep in a -house, he 
(the Chief) refused to suppress the charge, although 
—— y urged to do so by the Alderman. The 
ayor said he would make an investigation.

A MASS-MEETING OF THE ‘ BOYCOTTING 


BREWERS AT THE COOPER UNION. 
The union saloon-keepers met yesterday 


afternoon to hear the report of their conference | 


committee, which had a meeting with the brewers 
on Tuesday. A number of the saloon-keepers 
were not satisfied with the offer of the brewers’ 
committee merely to recognize the existence of 
their working men’s union, but insisted that the 
brewers should treat directly withthe union. A 


resolction was passed which will be communicated 
tothe brewers attheir meeting to-day, requiring 
them to treat directly with a committee of the 
union or with two committees from the saloon- 
keepers association and the strikers union. 

The striking brewerymen and their sympathizers 
held a mass-meeting last evening at the Cooper In- 
stitute. There was nota large crowd, and many 
of the seats were empty. Small hand-bills were 
distributed in which there was an engraving of a 
gallows, from which were hung kegs of lager bear- 
ing the names of the Boycotted brewers. The gal- 
lows were surmounted by grinning skulls and cross- 
bones and the words, ‘‘ Boycott dead lager. Every 
citizen who believes in abolishing white slavery 
ought to detest beer made by scabs.” Justus 
Schwab called the meeting to order, and Victor 
Drury was elected to the chair. In his intro- 
ductory speech, he said that the most important 
principle of the labor movement which they had 
assembled to discuss was whether the hours of 
labor shall be decreased. The laboring men were 
not fighting just now for their bread and butter,,but 
for more time to develop their intellectual and 
moral qualities, and this fight they were going to 
win in spite of all capital, backed by the bayonets 
of all countries, and by all the Police and Militia 
who were sustaining monopolists. It was said that 
the boss brewers had got up a black list of allre- 
calcitrant working men whom they intended to 
starve out, and thus crush the union, He 
thought that the bosses would not be able 
to withstand the union, for the Boycotting move- 
ment would assume such proportions as to take 
away from them nearly al! their trade. The 
speaker hoped that a co-operative brewery would 
be started, and that working men would pay in ad- 
vance for the beer that they might need for a 
week, month, or entire year. Robert A. Blissert, 
another speaker, wondered why the clergy did not 
support the strikers in asking fora holiday on the 
Sabbath. Several other speakers addressed the 
meeting, and were vociferously cheered whenever 
a strong attack was made upon the bosses. 

The strike at Roach’s iron works still continues, 
no offerto allow the advance asked for by the 
molders having been made by Mr. Roach. The 
strikers say that they will hold out, and that they 
have funds enough to last them amonth. The 
blacksmiths were also standing out yesterday. 

The 42 grain-shovellers at the grain elevator of 
the New-York Central and Hudson River Railroad 
were stillon strike yesterday, and their places 
were supplied by new men. The strikers say that 
they received $1 5u per day. and had first demand- 
ed an advance of 50 cents and afterward of 25 
cents. This was refused, andthey struck. The 
new men, they claim, do the work unsatisfactorily, 
and they expect to be taken back in a day or two. 
An experienced gang of men, they say, can shovel 
the grain out of atrain in 20 minutes, while green 
hands cannot unload a train in lezs than an hour 
and a half or two hours.

A BAND OF DISGUSTED GYPSIES. 


» The attraction at Castle Garden yesterday 


wasaparty of Bohemian gypsies, around whom 
the immigrants} and visitors to the Garden 
gathered all daylong. The party consisted of a 
father, mother, and half a dozen children. They 
arrived some days ago on the steam-ship Assyrian 
Monarch, and as soon as shore was reached hur- 
riedly left New-York for New-Jersey, accompa- 
nied by their odd-looking cart, They purchased a 
horse for $25, and began their journey through the 
country. Crowds of people flocked to see them, 


and their experiences were far from pleasant. A 
company of young ruffians at one point on the 
road assaulted them with stones, and fearing 
for their lives they turned the head of that 
twenty-five-doilar horse and hurried back to- 
ward their starting-point. Yesterday morning they 
were admitted to Castle Garden. They do not ap- 
pear to be lacking in intelligence, and one of them, 
a pretty girl of 22, speaks fluently inno less than 
eight languages. She has, however, no acquaint- 
ance with English. Through an interpreter she 
explained to a Times reporter that her parents had 
decided to return immediately to Europe. ‘“‘America 
is filled with bad people,” she said; ‘they are 
thieves; they try to murder us for our money, and 
we must go back to France and Hungary, where 
money is plenty and where we can be happy. 
America is no free country; who says it is a free 
country lies,’’ and the eyes of the damsel flashed 
wiekedly. The mother did a brisk business in tell- 
ng fortunes for the immigrants, securing many 
nickels by her forecasts of the future. 
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AN ANTI-MONOPOLY MEETING. 

A meeting was held last night in the Eighth 
District Court room, Seventh-avenue and Twenty- 
second-street, under the auspices of the Anti- 
Monopoly League of the Thirteenth Assembly Dis- 
trict.

of the rooms of the hospital building. Julius Lu- 
dovici, an artist, offered to paint the portrait and 
agreed to bear the expense himself if his work did 
not please the committee. Otherwise, he said he 
would charge $750. He did his work, and, he says, 
the members of the committee individually ap- 
proved it. Hethen procured a frame for the pic- 
ture, and waited for the committee to formally ap- 
prove the painting, but the committee never did 
act as a body. Ludovici assigned his claim to 
Jacob A. Beck, who sued the Hospital Society for 
$800. The case is on trial before Judge McAdam 
and a jury in the Marine Court. The answer of the 
defendant corporation is a general denial. Mr.
